With spring comes renewal and growth, and our May Central States World & Ancient Coins Signature Auction has 
captured the optimism of this season. It has been an incredible honor curating this sale, and we are pleased to offer 
such a remarkable assemblage of high-end vintage and ancient rarities that span the globe. 


As the ancient coin market continues its strong bull showing, more high-grade, attractive collections are being drawn 
out of cabinets globally. We are excited to present a set of Lydian Kingdom issues through the WTR Collection, 
including a prototype gold stater, heavy and light standard staters, trites, hectes, hemihectes, and a beautiful silver 
stater, all from Croesus. The Macedonian Kingdom is also well-represented by staters spanning nine different mints 
with two examples unlisted in Price. Constantine |’s festaureus--the first we have ever offered--and an NGC-certified 
Choice Mint State Pertinax aureus are sure to draw bidders, as will Years 1, 2, and 3 Judaean half-shekels. For 
collectors looking to add the most eye-appealing coins to their cabinet, numerous “stars” are featured throughout the 
sale. Our Signature sessions include an abundance of highly desirable pieces: a sharp hecte with Cecrops, a gorgeous 
Aegean turtle stater, and handsome Antoninus Pius aureus. 


At the forefront of our world coins Platinum session is one of, if not the finest group of early Australian gold, all of 
which are Proof Patterns from the newly established Sydney mint, the first Royal mint branch. Crowned by the 1853 
Sovereign and 1/2 Sovereign, each the only of four in private hands, we place our best foot forward, offering in total 
six of these early types selling in succession as part of the Regent Collection; each having impressive pedigrees, 
remaining in advanced states of preservation, and laden with eye appeal. With such a historic grouping of iconic 
Australian patterns, coupled with a classic Australian rarity, the 1920-S Sovereign in MS64+, we anticipate strong 
demand to drive significant bidder interest. Following suit are historic Czechoslovakian and Greek issues, including 
a pair of gold medals of the Zappas Olympics, prototype games inspiring the first international Olympiad. Scattered 
throughout are numerous gold Mint State multiple Ducats, issues we simply can’t get enough of after 2021’s historic 
Paramount Collection that included dozens of similar pieces. 


Anchoring both our Platinum and Signature sessions is yet another spectacular display of classic British rarities. 

A perennial favorite that will undoubtedly elicit a strong response from collectors is the 1839 “Una and the Lion” 5 
Pounds in PR62 with the coveted “Ultra Cameo” designation, preceded by two 1826 5 Pounds. With renewed and 
continued interest for the series, and following a record-breaking “Gothic” Crown result from our January sale, we 
present six similar examples, assigned a myriad of advanced grades and superlatives that will surely satisfy the needs 
of collectors of this visually inviting series.

Pyrrhus, Cousin of Alexander the Great 


30001 CALABRIA. Tarentum. Time of Pyrrhus of Epirus (ca.

Head of Heracles right, wearing lion skin head- 
dress, paws tied before neck / KAH, male youth (Taras?), nude but for 
chlamys draped over left arm, reins in right hand, trident in left, driving 
rearing biga right; eight-pointed star above, dolphin downward right be- 
low. Fischer-Bossert G20. Vlasto 18. HN Italy 955. Solidly struck from 
fresh dies on gleaming flan. A spectacular coin in hand.

From the time he became king of Epirus in 319 BC, the handsome and 
charismatic Pyrrhus dreamed of emulating his cousin Alexander the 
Great's career of conquest. He married Lanassa, the daughter of king Ag- 
athocles of Syracuse, in 295 BC and an opportunity presented itself in 280 
BC, when the city of Tarentum in southern Italy sought his assistance in 
resisting Rome. Landing in Italy with his army and several war elephants, 
he marched against the Roman consul Publius Valerius Laevinus and de- 
feated him in a bloody encounter near Heraclea. Pyrrhus won a second, 
even more costly victory at Ausculum in 279 BC, after which he is said 
to have remarked, “another such ‘victory’ and I am finished!” Thus was 
born the phrase “Pyrrhic victory,” a battle won at such cost that it might 
as well be a defeat. Next, the Siceliotes lobbied for his support against Ro- 
man ally Carthage in 278 BC, resulting in Pyrrhus taking over the island 
and being acclaimed ‘King of Sicily’. The presence of Pyrrhus in southern 
Italy and Sicily soon became an occupation, with the hosting cities forced 
to strike coins to pay the army. He returned to Italy in 276 BC and eventu- 
ally to Epirus.

In addition to the death and destruction caused by the First Punic War 
between Carthage and Rome, the impact on the worlds economy was also 
profound. Though immensely rich, Carthage ’s stock of gold reserves were 
eventually reduced to the point where coins of pure gold were increasingly 
debased with silver, producing denominations such as this remarkably 
styled electrum trihemistater. An unusual feature is the quasi-Egyptian 
solar disk flanked by serpents above the proud Punic horse.

Little is known about the ancient city of Sermylia, located on the second 
“finger” of the Chalcidice. Its rare archaic coinage depicts a mounted 
warrior galloping along with spear at the ready, indicating that it excelled 
in producing cavalrymen. During the Persian Wars, Sermylia, perhaps 
reluctantly, supplied troops and supplies to the Persians, but it did not 
seem to suffer any Greek reprisals in the aftermath and became part of 
the Delian League alliance with Athens in the mid fifth century BC. In the 
following century it became a charter member of the Chalcidian League, 
but apparently it shared the fate of neighboring Olynthus and was leveled 
by Philip II in circa 348 BC, after which Sermylia disappears from the 
historical record.

This specimen is enigmatic - the XY on the reverse is known in Price only 
from Carrhae however the style is nothing like what is typically found 
from that mint. Also, the XY appears to have been engraved over a dif- 
ferent symbol which had been removed from the die. Perhaps the die was 
prepared elsewhere and transferred to Carrhae? Even so, the XY is only 
noted for a silver tetradrachm and hemidrachm. The IA monogram fails to 
point in a direction as well, since it’s not attested at any mint in Price. Per- 
haps the key to discovering the origin is in the carefully designed helmet. 
Typically the serpent is executed in a large loop however on this masterful 
example the animal is looped and coiled around itself as seen on Mysian 
cistorphori. The hair style also is likely an attribute to eventually unlock- 
ing the mystery as the curly clusters are quite distinctive.

Born ca. 359 BC, Arrhidaeus was the illegitimate son of Philip II, king 
of Macedon, by a Thessalian dancer. According to Plutarch, a poisoning 
attempt by Philip ’s jealous wife, Olympias, left Arrhidaeus intellectually 
disabled and subject to epileptic fits. When Alexander the Great died in 
Babylon in June, 323 BC, a council of generals met and determined that 
Arrhidaeus would be crowned as Philip II, and would reign jointly with 
the infant Alexander IV. However, neither had any real power, this being 
held by a succession of Macedonian generals. The new king proved as 
compliant and simple-minded as the generals had hoped, but in 320 BC, 
Arrhidaeus married a niece of Philip II's, Eurydice, who had more than 
enough ambition for the both of them. In 317 BC, she threw her support 
behind Cassander’s successful bid to replace Polyperchon as regent. Cas- 
sander, in turn, left her and Arrhidaeus in charge of Macedon while he 
went on campaign in Asia. Polyperchon joined forces with Alexander's 
mother, Olympias, and invaded Macedon. Eurydice and Arrhidaeus raised 
an army to oppose them, but their soldiers refused to fight. Arrhidaeus and 
Eurydice were captured; Olympias ordered Arrhidaeus to be executed and 
compelled Eurydice to commit suicide.

Attribution of this issue has traditionally been assigned to Lesbos-Myt- 
ilene, however being produced on the Milesian standard strongly suggests 
it should be placed under the period of the Ionian Revolt. Ionia had been 
conquered by the Persians ca. 540 BC and was being ruled by tyrants ap- 
pointed to manage the various cities. The tyrant of Miletus, Aristogoras, 
launched a failed Persian invasion of Naxos, which then threated his posi- 
tion as tyrant, resulting in his decision to instead lead a rebellion of Ionian 
cities against Persia itself.

Phanes was evidently a Carian or Ephesian minister or aristocrat of the 
later 7th century BC. The name is known from a rare group of electrum 
staters and a lesser denominations that bear a stag and the Greek legend 
“Iam the badge of Phanes” or “of Phanes.” These are among the earli- 
est coins to bear legends. It has also been speculated that the name refers 
to a divinity, perhaps Apollo-Phaneos (light-bringer) or Artemis (due to 
the stag). The Phanes coinage falls into seven denominations, from a full 
stater down to a 1/96 stater, all featuring the stag in various poses; only 
the full stater and third-stater or trite are inscribed, but the distinctive ren- 
dering of the stag links all denominations of the series to the same issuer. 
The fact that Phanes is otherwise unattested as a king or satrap indicates 
the first coins may have been struck by private individuals, rather than 
governments or royal courts.

Known examples of electrum coins inscribed in the name of the Lydian king Alyattes (rendered WALWET in the ancient Lydian script) were in the single 
digits until recently, when several examples appeared on the market.

If one were to own only a single gold stater, this would be the type, justifi- 
ably termed the “world’s first gold coinage.”’ While the Lydian kingdom 
and several Greek city states of Asia Minor had previously struck coins in 
electrum, a natural alloy of gold and silver, the accession of Croesus to the 
Lydian throne circa 561 BC ushered in a revolution in the world economy. 
The most important reform attributed to Croesus was the introduction of a 
bimetallic coinage in gold and silver, first augmenting and then replacing 
the previous electrum issues. The design chosen by Croesus, confronting 
foreparts of a lion and bull, are thought by Harlan J. Berk to be symbolic 
of “strength and power” (lion) and “‘fertility” (bull). The lion had previ- 
ously been used by Alyattes, and so an alternative theory might be that 
this is a dynastic type, with the lion representing Alyattes and the bull 
representing his son and successor. The creation of separate gold and sil- 
ver denominations ranging from a full stater down to 1/96th of a stater 
was a visionary move that had a major impact on the ancient economy. 
Gold staters were initially issued by Croesus on a “heavy” standard of 
about 10.7 grams, the same weight as the new silver stater denomination 
(although, since silver is a lighter metal, the gold issues were smaller in 
size and far more valuable).

In numismatic circles, Croesus is most famous for introducing the world’s first bimetallic standard, issuing coins of both gold and silver. Prior to this, 
coins were produced in electrum, a naturally occurring alloy of gold and silver. This situation obviously caused a number of problems, most notably be- 
cause the proportions of gold to silver were inconsistent. In fact, there is strong evidence to suggest that Croesus’ father, Alyattes, artificially manipulated 
the gold-to-silver ratio in his electrum coins in his favor; the natural occurring electrum in Asia Minor typically has a gold-to-silver ratio of 75%-25%, 
though his coins were struck with 54% gold and 44% silver. 


The eminent scholar of early coinage, John Kroll, argues that the gold standard of Croesus was introduced in several stages, designed at recalling as 
many of the circulating electrum staters as possible. The early electrum staters of Asia Minor were typically struck on a weight standard of 14.15 grams. 
Considering the relative value of gold to silver at the time was 1:13, then one gold stater of the so-called “heavy” series of King Croesus, based on a 
weight standard of 10.8 grams, would have been equal to the gold and silver content of one electrum stater, which circulated at an assumed ratio of 75% 
gold and 25% silver. Kroll argues that the Lydian government used this heavy standard to recall the old electrum coins and reissue the new heavy standard 
gold coins at a 1:1 ratio. 


Once a sufficient number had been recalled, the Lydian government issued the new light stater, which weighed approximately 8.05 grams. Kroll continues 
his argument that this new weight standard was designed to recall as many of the remaining electrum coins as possible, as the 8.05 gram standard is based 
on the actual gold and silver content of early electrum coins (54% gold and 44% silver).

A loyal client king of Rome, Aristobulus supported the general Gnaeus 
Domitius Corbulo in the Roman-Parthian War of AD 58-63. He received 
a portion of Greater Armenia as reward, and in AD 73 supplied troops to 
the governor of Syria, Lucius Caesennius Paetus, who had persuaded Ves- 
pasian that Antiochus IV of Commagene was planning to revolt and side 
with Vologases I of Parthia. Aristobulus’ decision to strike dated coins 
in only two years of his reign - years 13 (AD 66/7) and 17 (AD 70/1) - is 
significant as they mark the beginning and end of the First Jewish-Roman 
War respectively, honoring first Nero, then Titus, probably representing a 
public reaffirmation of Aristobulus’ loyalty to his Roman patrons.

The ostentatious display of Egypt's wealth under the Ptolemies was not 
confined to gold coinage. Ptolemy I and his immediate successors also 
struck silver coins in larger denominations than any contemporary king- 
dom or city-state. Along with the vast outpouring of gold in the name of his 
sister-wife Arsinée II, Ptolemy II also struck silver decadrachms display- 
ing her veiled portrait backed with the cornucopia, symbolizing Egypt s 
agricultural abundance. Having died in about 270 BC, Arsinée is shown 
as a goddess, with the tip of a ram’s horn (symbolic of the god Ammon) 
poking out from beneath her veil, and the lotus-tipped scepter of the god- 
dess Isis just visible above her head.

No other kingdom or empire in the ancient world at the time could produce such large gold coins, and this display of economic clout drew thousands 
of mercenary soldiers into Egypt's service. This large and powerful army was put to maximum use by the third king of the Ptolemaic dynasty, Ptolemy 
II Euergetes. Shortly after inheriting the throne of the Pharaohs, he launched a massive invasion of the neighboring Seleucid Kingdom of Syria. Easily 
crushing all resistance, he even reached Babylon, where he proclaimed himself King of Kings. Ptolemy III's powerful portrait appears on gold mnaieions 
struck by his son, Ptolemy IV Philopator, who succeeded him in 221 BC.

Of the immense Greco-Bactrian kingdoms rulers, we have only a hand- 
ful of written accounts totaling about 500 words, along with the intrigu- 
ing and often puzzling glimpses provided by the coinage of the realm. 
From the latter we can deduce that Eucratides, who reigned for about 
25 years starting around 171 BC, arose from obscure origins to become 
the most powerful of all Greco-Bactrian kings, displacing several other 
claimants over a span of about 10 years. On this remarkable “pedigree” 
tetradrachm he pairs a reverse portrait of himself with the epithet Megas 
(‘The Great” — he was apparently the first Greek ruler of any realm to 
give the title to himself without waiting for posterity to bestow it), with 
the dual portraits of his parents, named Heliocles and Laodice, on the 
obverse. Heliocles is shown as bare-headed — perhaps he was a powerful 
magistrate or general. Was Laodice the daughter of a previous Bactrian 
king, perhaps Euthydemus or Demetrius I? Or, as has also been suggest- 
ed, a princess of the Seleucid ruling dynasty (the name Laodice being 
quite common among the women of this house)? Pending the discovery 
of some parchment or inscription that clarifies his lineage, we cannot but 
guess. However, this remarkable “pedigree” coinage of Eucratides makes 
it quite clear that he was proud of his parentage and that they could not 
have been mere “commoners,” as expounded by some.

In AD 66, the people of Jerusalem rose up in revolt against the oppressive 
Roman occupation. The rebellion spread quickly throughout Judaea, and 
thousands of Romans were either massacred or forced to flee. The leaders 
of the revolt declared Israel an independent nation and, for the first time 
in Jewish history, began striking coins in silver. These coins were mainly 
shekels of about 13-14 grams weight, along with half-shekels weighing 
6.8 grams, and a tiny handful of silver quarter-shekels. The mint was 
likely located within the Temple complex and the silver provided by the 
stockpiles of Tyrian shekels kept in the treasury. Mintage was carefully 
controlled for weight, fineness and and the political slogans each coin 
carried. For some unknown reason, half-shekels are considerably rarer 
than full shekels.

According to the Israel Numismatic Society's Menorah Coin Project, 
which has made a census of known examples of Jewish War coins, more 
than 360 Year 2 shekels are known to have survived, but only 102 half- 
shekels are recorded. This is somewhat puzzling as the half-shekel is 
named in several ancient sources as the amount of the Temple Tax paid 
by every Jewish male over the age of 20, and one would think that such 
a denomination would be at least as common in circulation as its double. 
However, roughly the same survival rate applies to the Tyrian shekels and 
half-shekels previously used to pay the tax.

Aulus Hirtius was a key supporter of Caesar, who might have ended up as 
Caesar ’s successor in power had events taken a different turn. An expe- 
rienced soldier, he served as one of Caesar’s legates in Gaul from about 
54 BC and was an envoy to Pompey in 50 BC. He served Caesar loyally 
during the Civil War against Pompey and his successors in 48-45 BC. Hir- 
tius was appointed as Caesar’s mintmaster in Rome in 46 BC, and it was 
then that he struck the first truly large issue of gold aurei from the spoils 
of Caesar ’s campaigns. These aurei, which bear a rather enigmatic veiled 
female head on the obverse, were used to pay Caesar’s soldiers after the 
great triumphal parade. After Caesar’s assassination, Hirtius initially 
supported Marc Antony but, after taking over as Consul in 43 BC, he 
raised an army against Antony at the instigation of Cicero and Octavian. 
His army defeated Antony at Mutina in April of 43 BC, but Hirtius was 
killed in the fighting; his consular colleague Pansa died days later, leav- 
ing Octavian and Antony masters of Rome. Modern historians owe Hirtius 
a debt of gratitude for preserving and editing Caesar’s Commentaries on 
the Gallic and Civil Wars.

L. Munatius Plancus was one of the few Roman aristocrats who managed 
to navigate the transition from Republic to Empire with his life, career and 
fortune intact. An officer in Caesar’s army during his conquest of Gaul 
and the civil war against Pompey, Plancus was rewarded with the impor- 
tant office of Urban Praefect in 45 BC, during which term he struck both 
gold aurei and quinarii. He was Proconsul of Gallia Comata when Caesar 
was assassinated in 44 BC, and spent the next several years adroitly shift- 
ing allegiances from the pro-Senatorial faction led by Cicero, to Marc 
Antony, and to the Triumvirate, and finally to Octavian, the ultimate victor. 
In 27 BC, he made the formal proposal that the Senate grant Octavian 
the unprecedented title of Augustus, by which he is known to history. As a 
reward, Augustus named him to the prestigious office of Censor in 22 BC. 
The huge circular tomb of Plancus still stands on a hill in Gaeta, about 
20 miles from Rome.

Descended from a family of small-time entrepreneurs and tax farmers in 
the Sabine hill country north of Rome, Flavius Vespasianus was born in 
AD 9 and rose to prominence in the Roman Army. In AD 43-44, he gained 
distinction during Claudius’ invasion of Britain and won a Consulship in 
AD 51, but fell from imperial favor when he dozed off during one of Nero's 
musical performances. When a Jewish faction in the province of Judaea 
rebelled and massacred the local Roman garrison in AD 66, Nero sent 
Vespasian at the head of three legions to crush the revolt. Through his able 
son Titus, Vespasian gained the friendship and support of Mucianus, gov- 
ernor of Syria, who had another three legions at his disposal. The collapse 
of Nero s regime, in AD 68, led to a free-for-all for the throne, with Galba, 
Otho and Vitellius following in quick succession. Vespasian realized he 
had the means and ability to make his own try for supreme power, and on 
1 July AD 69, the legions of Alexandria, Egypt declared Vespasian as em- 
peror. He decided on a policy of blockade and attrition to defeat Vitellius; 
however the sudden declaration of support by the Danubian legions and 
their invasion of Italy in the fall of AD 69 brought a much quicker victory. 
Vitellius was executed on 20 December, and the Senate proclaimed Vespa- 
sian emperor two days later. 


Arriving in Rome the following October, Vespasian celebrated a mag- 
nificent triumph for the Judaean campaign before launching an auster- 
ity program to put the Empires finances on a sound footing. As the first 
middle-class emperor, he brought a businessman common sense and a 
bracing dose of pragmatism to the imperial administration. Some of the 
blue-bloods grumbled about Vespasian’s parsimony and his uncouth man- 
ners, but the return of stability and prosperity squelched most complaints, 
and his earthy sense of humor made him beloved by the common folk. His 
decade of rule was largely untroubled by revolts and conspiracies. Upon 
his death due to a sudden illness, in AD 79 he was widely and sincerely 
mourned, and power passed smoothly to his son, Titus.

Publius Aelius Hadrianus was born in AD 76, the son of a distinguished Spanish senator and related through his mother to the future Emperor Trajan, who 
took him into his household when Hadrian was nine years old. After Trajan’s accession, Hadrian held a series of civilian posts, including a consulship in 
AD 108, and commanded legions during the Dacian and Parthian wars. Hadrian was not formally adopted until Trajan lay on his deathbed in August, 
AD 117; after succeeding to the throne, Hadrian abandoned many of Trajan’s over-ambitious conquests and engaged in a policy of peace abroad and 
reform at home. He spent most of his 21-year reign traveling, visiting every province of the Roman Empire. Under his patronage, Roman art and sculpture 
reached its creative peak. Hadrian came to see himself as a “second Augustus,” providing the empire with a new foundation as a vast commonwealth of 
nations under Rome 5 guiding hand. 


Hadrian minted this issue to assure the empire of the smooth transition of power, and to honor the newly deified previous emperor.

This aureus presents us with a splendid image of one of Rome s most dis- 
solute rulers, Commodus, who is credited by Edward Gibbon with nearly 
single-handedly instigating the Fall of the Roman Empire. He was not 
alone in this assessment: The Roman historian Dio Cassius said the ac- 
cession of Commodus marked the Empire's descent “from a kingdom of 
gold to one of iron and rust.” Certainly other factors were at work, but 
Commodus’ own personal qualities, a strange mixture of indolence and 
megalomania, played a crucial role in this decline. The polar opposite 
of Marcus Aurelius, his reserved, dutiful father, Commodus indulged his 
every whim while leaving the administration of Rome to a succession of 
corrupt favorites. After the execution of his last such vizier in AD 190, he 
lost all sense of control and launched a nonstop display of self-indulgence 
which all but bankrupted the Empire. His assassination on New Year’s 
Day, AD 192 opened a Pandora s Box of civil war from which the Empire 
never fully recovered. Nevertheless, Roman art reached an astounding 
peak during this era, as witnessed by the many baroque portraits of Com- 
modus and his often beautiful coinage, as seen here.

The second of six daughters born to Marcus Aurelius and Faustina Junior, 
Lucilla grew up as an imperial princess, with the strange mix of power 
and helplessness such a position entailed in ancient Rome. In AD 161, at 
the age of 12, she was betrothed to Lucius Verus, who was her father’s 
adoptive brother and co-emperor. The marriage took place three years 
later in Ephesus, while Lucius was on campaign against the Parthians 
in the East. Although Lucius had a wandering eye and Lucilla was no 
model of fidelity, the marriage endured until his sudden death to a stroke 
in AD 169. Much against her wishes, her father then married her off to a 
distinguished elderly senator, Tiberius Claudius Pompienus. Although her 
husband was one of the most powerful men in government, Lucilla was 
no longer Augusta, or empress, a situation she found increasingly intoler- 
able. The death of Marcus and the accession of her brother Commodus in 
AD 180 made matters worse, since she frequently quarreled with him and 
envied his wife, Crispina, who now held the title of Augusta. In AD 182, 
she entered into a plot with one of her lovers to do away with Commodus. 
But the assassin hesitated after drawing the knife and was wrestled to the 
ground before he could strike. When Lucilla ’s role in the plot was exposed, 
she was arrested and exiled to the island of Capri. Her death, either by 
starvation or execution, came shortly thereafter.

The brief, tragic reign of Helvius Pertinax stands as evidence of how far 
talent and hard work could take an individual in the Roman world, as 
well as the dangers of high office. Pertinax began life as the son of a 
freed slave. Given a good education, he first became a school teacher, 
then began a career with the Roman Legions and rose quickly. He won 
the confidence of the Emperor Marcus Aurelius during the Marcommanic 
War, when he took charge of a legion and intercepted a barbarian horde 
invading Italy. He was made a senator and heaped with honors, includ- 
ing the governorships of Moesia, Dacia, and Syria. With Commodus de- 
scending into megalomania, a conspiracy formed and the plotters saw 
the elderly, widely respected Pertinax as the ideal candidate to replace 
him. Whether he was privy to the plot is uncertain, but immediately after 
the murder of Commodus on 31 December AD 192, Pertinax went to the 
Praetorian camp, promised the guard a bonus, and was proclaimed em- 
peror. The Senate enthusiastically ratified his elevation and he initiated a 
number of popular reforms against the excesses of Commodus, including 
a crackdown on military indiscipline. This, along with his failure to pay 
the promised donative, alienated the Praetorians, who held true power in 
Rome. Although one plot against him was thwarted, Pertinax made the 
mistake of trying to quell another mutiny by addressing the guard in per- 
son. In the middle of the address, a soldier hurled his spear and transfixed 
him. Pertinax had ruled all of 86 days. Due to the brevity of his reign, the 
coinage of Pertinax is quite rare, but of unusually high artistic quality.

The first Roman emperor of African descent, Lucius Septimius Severus was 
born on LI April AD 145 in the North African city of Leptis Magna. He 
entered the Senate during the reign of Marcus Aurelius and also served as 
an officer in the army under the general Pertinax, finding the soldier’s life 
much to his liking. Talented and hardworking, Severus rose rapidly in the 
Senate hierarchy, becoming consul in AD 190 and proconsul of Pannonia 
Superior the following year. The assassination of Commodus on 1 January 
AD 193 brought his patron Pertinax to the throne, but within three months 
Pertinax had been murdered by the Praetorians, who sold the throne to 
Didius Julianus. An outraged populace demanded that Pescennius Niger, 
governor of Syria, or Clodius Albinus, proconsul of Britain, depose Ju- 
lianus. But, Severus was much closer, in Pannonia, and he struck first. 
Placating Albinus with the junior title of Caesar, Severus marched on 
Rome and easily disposed of Julianus. He next marched against Niger and 
crushed his rebel regime in a brutally efficient campaign. Returning to 
Rome in AD 195, he raised his elder son Caracalla to the rank of Caesar, 
thus severing his pact with Clodius Albinus and igniting another civil war, 
which ended with Severus s victory in AD 197. A bloody purge of Albinus & 
supporters led many to call him “the Punic Sulla,” but with his position 
secure, he ruled with moderation. Julia Domna’s patronage stimulated 
Rome’ arts and intellectual life, but the mutual hatred of their sons, Cara- 
calla and Geta, caused the imperial couple no end of grief. Like Hadrian, 
Severus traveled incessantly, but his policy was expansion through con- 
quest, and in AD 208 he launched an invasion of Scotland. But what was 
supposed to be a quick conquest turned into a long, bitter slog, which took 
its toll on the emperor’s health. On his deathbed in York, Severus begged 
his sons to “be good to each other, pay the soldiers well, and the rest can 
to go to hell.” He died on 4 February AD 211, at the age of 65. 


This gold aureus depicts Severus as resembling his patron god Serapis, 
with his beard carefully styled in long curls. The reverse legend, “Restorer 
of the City,” refers to Severus’ extensive program of construction in Rome.

Julia Domna was of Syrian-Arab ancestry; the daughter of the heredi- 
tary high priest of Elagabal at Emesa, a wealthy caravan city in the Syr- 
ian desert. Beautiful, cultured and highly educated, she was made even 
more of a “prize” by a horoscope that proclaimed she would marry a 
king. Septimius Severus probably encountered her family while serving 
as a general in Syria in the AD 180s; when he learned of the horoscope, 
he immediately wrote to her father and secured her hand in marriage. 
Upon Severus’ ascension as Roman Emperor in AD 193, Julia was named 
Augusta and became his closest advisor and confidant. Her love of art, 
learning, and philosophy manifested in a cultural Renaissance in Rome.

Born in Lugdunum in AD 188, while his father was serving as governor of Gaul, Lucius Septimius Bassianus started out life as a cheerful, affable youth 
whose character deteriorated as he gained more prestige and power. His father, Septimius Severus, seized the throne and defended it against all rival 
claimants during the civil wars of AD 193-197. Bassianus was named Caesar in AD 195 and was further elevated to co-Augustus with his father three 
years later, when he was only 10. His name was changed to Marcus Aurelius Antoninus in honor of the revered Antonine dynasty, but the boy preferred 
barbarian manners and fashions, and he soon earned a nickname after a type of hooded Germanic cloak he liked to wear- Caracalla (or, in modern 
terms, “hoodie”’).

Without doubt, the four-year reign of Elagabalus stands as the strangest interlude in all Roman history. His rise to power was engineered by his grand- 
mother, Julia Maesa, the sister of the powerful Roman Empress Julia Domna. Maesa, determined to restore the Severan-Emesan dynasty to power, 
seized upon her 13-year-old grandson, Varius Avitus Bassianus, as the means. The boy, who was the hereditary high priest of the god Elagabal, greatly 
resembled a young Caracalla, and Maesa had it put about to the soldiers that he was the emperor’s natural son and true successor. That, plus a liberal 
sprinkling of gold, induced the troops to revolt and proclaim Avitus (now renamed Antoninus, but widely known as Elagabalus after his god) as emperor. 
Improbably, Macrinus was defeated and killed, and Elagabalus and his retinue made their way to Rome, where the people greeted their new ruler with 
mixed bafflement, amusement, and horror. Elagabalus was also what would today be called transgendered and totally committed to the orgiastic rites 
of his cult. He married three times in rapid succession, including a scandalous union with a Vestal Virgin. The populace and soldiery soon became dis- 
gusted with this un-Roman behavior. Maesa finally decided that he must be replaced to save the dynasty. She persuaded Elagabalus to adopt his more 
docile cousin Alexander as Caesar, then coolly arranged for the Praetorians to murder their oddball emperor along with his mother, Julia Soaemias, 
in March, AD 222.

The reign of Severus Alexander presents the last relatively tranquil inter- 
lude before the mid-third century storm swept away the Pax Romana. He 
was born Marcus Julius Gessius Bassianus Alexianus, in AD 208, into 
a clan of Syrian nobility from the caravan city of Emesa. His maternal 
grand-aunt, Julia Domna, was married to the Emperor Septimius Severus, 
making him part of an Imperial family that was largely dominated by a 
clique of strong-minded and clever women, all named Julia. His grand- 
mother, Julia Maesa, engineered the Severan dynasty 5 return to power in 
AD 218, by fomenting the military coup that placed Alexander’s cousin 
Varius Avitus, known to history as Elagabalus, on the throne. Once en- 
sconced in Rome, however, Elagabalus’ behavior grew ever more erratic 
and outrageous. In AD 222, fearing for the dynasty ’s future, Maesa engi- 
neered the murder of Elagabalus and his replacement by her other, more 
docile grandson, Alexander. Handsome and affable, the youth was really 
never more than a figurehead ruler, first for Maesa and then, after her 
death in AD 225/6, for his mother Julia Mamaea.

Born in AD 237, Marcus Julius Severus Philippus was seven years old 
when his father, Philip [, had him proclaimed Caesar. The elder Philip 
was a nobleman of Arab descent that had risen to the post of Praetorian 
Prefect in the reign of Gordian III (AD 238-244), before staging a suc- 
cessful coup against the young emperor, while they were on campaign in 
Persia. Although the empire was beset with many troubles, the reign start- 
ed off with some promise. Philip was a conscientious ruler that showed 
tolerance toward Christians and other persecuted groups. In AD 247, 
the younger Philip was elevated to the rank of co-Augustus, and together 
father and son presided over the Saecular Games that marked Rome's 
1,000th anniversary, in AD 248. However, in the following months tur- 
moil on the frontiers led to a rash of attempted usurpations, prompting 
the elder Philip to send the general Trajan Decius to put them down. In- 
stead, Decius was proclaimed emperor by his soldiers, who then marched 
against Rome. The two Philips gathered a legionary force and marched 
out to meet the usurper at Verona, but were defeated and slain in battle. 
An alternative account states that the younger Philip remained at Rome, 
but was murdered by the Praetorians once the outcome became known. 


Gold coins dating from the reign of the two Philips are exceptionally rare, 
due to the increasing scarcity of precious metals in the mid-third cen- 
tury. This beautiful aureus displays an exceptionally lifelike portrait of the 
10-year-old Philip I; the reverse, hitherto unknown as an aureus type but 
well-known from silver and bronze issues, shows the two Philips prepar- 
ing to hand out money to the citizens of Rome in celebration of Rome s 
“New Age” and the younger’s elevation to the rank of Augustus.

Born on the Danubian frontier, Gaius Messius Quintus Trajanus De- 
cius came to the throne with a ready-made agenda for the restoration of 
Rome's fading glory. He tried several innovations on the financial front, 
including the introduction of a new coin denomination, the double-sester- 
tius. Despite these measures, the gold coinage of Decius shows a sharp 
acceleration in the debasement witnessed over the previous two decades, 
which had seen the aureus drop from about 6.5 grams under Severus Al- 
exander (AD 222-235) to about 4.5 grams under Philip I (AD 244-249). 
Aurei struck near the beginning of his reign average about the same as 
Philip s, but this plummets by more than a gram over the course of the next 
18 months. Perhaps seeking to confiscate their estates and replenish the 
treasury, he cracked down harshly on those he believed were undermining 
the ancient traditions of Rome. Christianity was particularly singled out, 
and thousands of Christians were forced to either make sacrifice to Rome $ 
gods or face torture, execution, and seizure of assets. Renewed barbar- 
ian invasions, in late AD 250, took his attention away from domestic af- 
fairs. Seeking a decisive battle, Decius pursued the fleeing Goths into the 
marshes of Abrittus and straight into an ambush. Decius and about half 
of his army perished in the debacle. This was the first time a Roman em- 
peror had fallen to a foreign enemy. The Christians claimed it was God's 
revenge on an arch-persecutor. In any case, the catastrophe at Abrittus 
accelerated the Roman Empire’ slide into anarchy.

Born about AD 214 on the Danube frontier, Marcus Aurelius Valerius 
Claudius followed the military career adopted by so many of his country- 
men and rose to high command in the reign of Gallienus (AD 253-268). 
During the siege of Milan in mid-AD 268, Gallienus was assassinated and 
Claudius acclaimed emperor in his place by his fellow officers. The Sen- 
ate approved Claudius’ elevation, but the all-important soldiers proved 
restive, as Gallienus had treated them well. Claudius was forced to buy 
them off with a massive bribe of 10 gold aurei apiece. The highest officers 
likely received payment in the form of gigantic gold medallions of 8 aurei 
struck at the mint of Milan, like the present specimen. These were the 
largest Roman gold pieces struck to that point, and the reverse made a 
trenchant plea for “harmony in the army” (CONCORDIA EXERCITVS). 
Once seated in power, Claudius went on to a brief but momentous reign 
that proved a turning point in history. In AD 270, he won an annihilating 
victory over the Goths at Naissus. Claudius was hailed as the savior of his 
nation and the Senate voted him the title of Gothicus, by which he is still 
known. But Claudius never lived to enjoy his triumph, for he contracted 
the plague and died in the summer of AD 270. He was immediately defied 
and greatly mourned. Despite reigning less than two years, he was so 
fondly remembered that more than 35 years later, Constantine the Great 
claimed a family connection to him and struck coins in his honor.

Though hardly a household name like Caligula or Nero, Carinus is held as 
one of Rome 5 most sinister emperors - a despoiler of women and corrupt- 
er of youth, who got his just desserts at the hands of a jealous husband. 
Born in around AD 250, Carinus was in his early 30s when his father, the 
respected general Carus, seized power in a coup against the Emperor 
Probus, in AD 282. With two grown sons, Carus named Carinus and his 
younger brother Numerian as joint Caesars, in October AD 282. With the 
Roman Empire threatened on every front, Carinus departed for Gaul to 
battle Germanic invaders while his father and Numerian headed east to 
deal with the Persians. Carinus returned to Rome in mid-AD 283, where 
he celebrated a triumph and was hailed as Augustus, making him co-equal 
with his father. But Carus died only a few months later while on campaign 
in Persia later in the year, and the dynasty that had once looked so secure 
began to crumble. As the Eastern army marched back toward Roman ter- 
ritory, Numerian fell ill and died under suspicious circumstances, late in 
AD 284. Instead of declaring its loyalty to Carinus, the eastern army ac- 
claimed the general Diocletian emperor. Carinus mustered his own forces 
and advanced on Diocletian ’s eastern army, with the climactic clash com- 
ing in midsummer at Margum, near modern-day Belgrade. The legions of 
Carinus gained the upper hand and seemed on the verge of victory, when 
he was suddenly stabbed to death by one of his own officers, whose wife 
Carinus had reportedly seduced. All fighting ceased and Diocletian was 
acclaimed as undisputed emperor, ushering in a new era of Roman history.

Like Alexander the Great and Julius Caesar, Constantine the Great pro- 
foundly transformed the world during his 31 years of rule. By embracing 
Christianity, he gave the Roman world a new faith which provided the 
foundations for the medieval and modern worlds. By moving the capital 
of the Empire from Rome to Constantinople, he established the ground- 
work for the Byzantine millennium that followed. His abilities as a mili- 
tary leader and administrator solidified the fourth century Roman revival. 
Among his many reforms was an overhaul of Roman gold coinage, under- 
taken circa AD 316-317. The venerable gold aureus, which had seen its 
weight fluctuate wildly over the past century, was replaced by a new coin 
called the solidus, fixed at 1/72nd of a Roman pound.

Although often cited as only a mild civil servant thrust into the role of 
short-reigning emperor, Anastasius II Artemius was rather a more formi- 
dable character than his origins might suggest. An imperial secretary to 
several emperors, he ascended to the purple when soldiers from the vola- 
tile Opsikian Theme in Thrace rose up and overthrew the Emperor Philip- 
picus, whose unorthodox religious views had alienated the populace and 
soldiery. Artemius was chosen for his intimate knowledge of the imperial 
bureaucracy and orthodox religion. He chose to rule under the name An- 
astasius in honor of the ruler of two centuries previous who had strength- 
ened the Empire through sound financial measures. One of his first actions 
was to arrest and execute the conspirators against Philippicus and impose 
harsh discipline on the army. Understanding that Constantinople would 
soon be besieged by Arab armies, he repaired the walls and ordered con- 
struction of a new fleet, which he sent on a successful preemptive raid of 
Rhodes. He also placed the army of the Anatolian Theme under the com- 
mand of the talented general Leo the Isaurian, later emperor, and ordered 
it to invade Syria. In the meantime, however, the unruly Thracian troops 
tired of his discipline and revolted a second time. After a two-month siege, 
they took Constantinople and replaced Anastasius with another civil ser- 
vant, who ascended the throne as Theodosius III. Anastasius fled to Ni- 
caea, where he abdicated and entered a monastery. Four years later, he 
attempted to resume the throne, but he was captured and executed.

The brief sole reign of the Empress Irene was a milestone in both Roman 
and Byzantine history, as it marked the first time a woman ruled the Em- 
pire in her own right. Previous empresses had effectively wielded supreme 
power, but only by using a male figurehead as nominal ruler. An Athenian 
beauty of renowned intellect, Irene rose to prominence as the wife of Em- 
peror Leo IV. When Leo died in AD 780, Irene ruled as regent for their 
adolescent son Constantine VI until iconoclast ministers forced her ouster. 
But when Constantine VI embarrassed the regime with a series of military 
blunders and public scandals, Irene had him ousted and blinded in AD 
797, seizing sole power for herself. She won popularity with generous 
handouts and tax reductions, but the state's coffers soon emptied and she 
faced a series of military disasters that further undermined her position. 
Furthermore, the accession of a female promoted the Pope in Rome to 
declare the imperial throne vacant and the Frankish king Charlemagne 
was duly crowned “Emperor of the Romans” in AD 800. He in turn sent 
Irene an offer of marriage which might have united Eastern and Western 
Christendom under one government and changed the course of history, 
but it was not to be: In AD 802 Irene was ousted in a coup led by her 
finance minister Nicephorus, who exiled her to Lesbos, where she died 
the following year. Her devotion to icons led to her canonization in the 
Orthodox Church.

A high court official with a marriage tie to Nicephorus I, Michael Rhang- 
abe seized the moment when Nicephorus was killed in battle against the 
Bulgarian khan Krum, and his son and successor, Stauracius, severely 
wounded. Stauracius was induced to abdicate in Michael's favor and died 
a short time later. Following a well-established precedent, Michael raised 
his eldest son Theophylactus as co-emperor and began a policy of re- 
trenchment and reconciliation after the financial and military disasters 
of the previous two reigns. He liberally distributed money to the clergy, 
who praised him for his piety, and purged iconoclasts from high positions, 
though they remained a potent force. In AD 812, he gave full recognition 
to Charlemagne as emperor of the West in return for Venice returning to 
Byzantine control; the Venetians, however, ignored the edict and main- 
tained their independence. Early in AD 813, Michael mounted a major 
campaign against the Bulgarians, but they routed his army and his pres- 
tige plummeted. Knowing he would soon be toppled, Michael preempted 
events by abdicating and naming the general Leo V the Armenian as his 
successor. Michael took monastic vows along with his sons (one of whom 
later became patriarch) and died peaceably 30 years later.

Though now saddled with the unfortunate epithet “the Drunkard,” Mi- 
chael III showed real ability and it was under his reign that the great re- 
covery in Byzantine fortunes later called “the Macedonian Renaissance” 
began. The son of Theophilus, he was only two years old when his father 
died and the purple passed to him. A succession of regents, mainly his 
mother Theodora, ran affairs of state until he reached his majority in AD 
856, when his reign truly began. Guided by his uncle, the Caesar Bar- 
das, his regime made astonishing progress on the domestic, diplomatic 
and military fronts. The Arabs were defeated and pushed back, the Slavs 
Christianized and incorporated within the Empire, the last embers of 
Iconoclasm stamped out, and a university established in Constantinople 
to advance higher learning. Byzantine art and iconography, too, began a 
strong revival, as indicated by this magnificent gold solidus. Later Byzan- 
tine historians blackened Michael's name as a drunken wastrel in order to 
glorify the dynasty of the man who murdered him and usurped the throne, 
Basil I the Macedonian, but he deserved better treatment.

An unquestionably fascinating 
and beautiful specimen, entirely unpublished in the standard literature, 
although Schroeder listed a piece bearing a similar reverse design motif— 
which he described as “literary tablets” or tho quyen—for a 1-1/2 Tien 
(4gm) in the name of Thieu Tri. Cut with sharp edge denticles and promi- 
nent die polish across the surfaces, the offering exudes a warm rose-gold 
patina—undoubtedly one of the elements behind its coveted “star” desig- 
nation. In his forthcoming work on Annamese coinage, Howard Daniel III 
discusses that after 1884, the French instituted a program of medal-like 
presentation pieces or coins in the country as awards for distinguished 
acts of service to the government. While some of these pieces were pro- 
duced by the Hue mint and distributed from the reigning Emperor, due to 
an inability to meet demand, many awardees were simply issued certifi- 
cates, which they were then to use to purchase their medals from official 
jewelers in Hue, Saigon, and Hanoi, whose work was supervised by the 
Emperor’s Ministry of Finance and Labor. Other recipients of certificates 
who could not fill their orders in Annam saw them filled by French, Chi- 
nese, and Vietnamese jewelers in Paris. By the reign of Emperor Dong 
Khanh (1885-1889), the French had even authorized the production of 
award coins in the names of the Emperors from the reign of Minh Mang to 
the post-WWII era.

The original 
companion piece to a subsequent lot in this sale, even to call the present 
specimen a supreme rarity would hardly do justice to just how singular 
an offering this coin is. A clear embodiment of the power of native gold 
to change the fortunes of a nation, the Pattern 1/2 Sovereigns and Sover- 
eigns engraved by James Wyon were situated at the pinnacle of the ques- 
tion of how to transform the abundant natural gold deposits discovered in 
southern Australia into a monetary and economic resource for the British 
Empire. Deemed too costly to ship all the way back to England to use for 
the Crown’s coinage, the Legislative Council of New South Wales had 
petitioned Queen Victoria as early as December 1851 to establish a local 
mint near the port at Sydney for the coining of this gold, a petition that 
was followed in subsequent years by further appeals, particularly after the 
closure of the Government Assay Office at Adelaide in February 1853. 
While James Wyon’s trademark fillet head design would only see use in 
circulation for less than a year after the Sydney branch mint opened in 
1855, the monetary revolution it heralded in Australia would endure for 
decades to come. 


As is the case with the Pattern Sovereigns of this date, just 4 Proof 1/2 
Sovereigns were originally produced—one of which is held by the British 
Museum (1854,1223.21), with two others in the possession of the Royal 
Mint Museum in Wales (William Hocking’s The Catalogue of the Coins, 
Tokens, Medals, Dies and Seals in the Museum of the Royal Mint, Vol 
I - Coins and Tokens, pg. 325 as entries 4263-4264). Though a few light 
scuffs exist on Victoria’s truncation, these do next to nothing to hinder the 
coin’s overt visual allure or an appreciation of its exquisite striking qual- 
ity, both clearly recognized by its practically Choice Proof designation 
from NGC. A trophy by all measures, and one which will demand bidders 
place their best bids.

The absolutely ideal “sister” 
coin of the same-dated Sovereign in this sale, which, much like that piece, 
offers the prospective bidder plenty of reasons to stop and pause. Though 
awarded a technical certification just shy of PR66 Ultra Cameo by NGC, 
it is impossible not to see this specimen as edging on that designation in 
every sense. Its fields—mirrorlike from an arm’s length—turn from oscil- 
lating honey-gold brilliance and jet-black depth to an almost silky texture 
on the reverse when viewed head-on. Tender die polish fills the open ex- 
panses, with hardly a stray mark to be observed anywhere. According to 
our research, the coin offered here likely belongs to a small body of 3 
traceable examples in auction records from the last several decades and 
likely still held privately—the other two appearing in Noble Numismat- 
ics Auction 62 (November 1999, Lot 1420), also ex. Spink Australia Sale 
22 (July 1987, Lot 1879), cited by Rennik; and another formerly in the 
Pretoria Mint South Africa Collection up to 1996, and offered by Noble 
Numismatics in their Auction 80 (November 2005).

A giant of the Australian series by absolutely all 
measures—the famed “Sydney Mint” Pattern Sovereign of 1853, the first 
Sovereign for the colony and one of only 4 originally produced. Com- 
missioned following the announcement that Sydney would host the first 
Royal Mint branch outside of Britain in August 1853, this issue was pro- 
duced by James Wyon as what was intended to be a design unique to the 
new mint. Completed over a year before the first circulating coins were 
struck at Sydney on June 23, 1855, Wyon captured a youthful portrait of 
Victoria in resolute and lifelike proportions that would be only slightly 
altered in the final design by his cousin, Leonard Charles Wyon, used on 
the emissions of 1855. It is thought that the reverse was loosely mod- 
eled on contemporary English 6 Pences and Shillings, with “Sydney Mint 
Australia” and the denomination arranged around a splay of flowers and 
a crown. Carefully picked out in soft frost against a darkened, mirrorlike 
backdrop, it seems fair to say that Wyon’s engraving skill was hardly af- 
forded a more ideal canvas, and certainly speaks volumes to the quality 
intended for what was to be a singular coinage within the British Empire. 


Presumed unique in private hands, all other specimens are permanently 
impounded in museum collections—one presently residing in the British 
Museum (1854,1223.20), with the other two in the Royal Mint Museum 
in Wales (recorded in William Hocking’s The Catalogue of the Coins, 
Tokens, Medals, Dies and Seals in the Museum of the Royal Mint, Vol I - 
Coins and Tokens, pg. 325 as entries 4261-4262); notably, there are none 
in Australian institutions, and this date was absent from famed Murdoch 
Collection for both the Sovereign and 1/2 Sovereign. Off the market for 
the last 12+ years, the present opportunity can be regarded as nothing 
short of once-in-a-lifetime for even the most advanced Australian and 
British Commonwealth collectors.

Offering the first 
portrayal of Wyon’s famous “banksia” head—arguably the most attractive 
portrait ever produced on an Australian coin—this design would not be 
formally adopted on the circulating coinage until 1857. Engraved with 
the utmost care and expertise in all of its facets, the design captures upon 
every element of its seemingly simple, yet iconic, composition in a degree 
of clarity that is simply never encountered, presenting the young queen in 
a far more elegant and regal light than the seemingly austere “fillet” head 
of James Wyon, allover endowed with a thin frost and razor-sharp edges 
to the devices giving the coin the appearance of a royal medalet. 


It has been supposed that only some three examples of this exquisite issue 
exist in private hands, with the last having appeared on auction in January 
2019 (Kiinker Auction 316, Lot 869, certified PR65 Cameo by PCGS), 
and another piece known in the Murdoch Collection (Sotheby’s July 1903, 
Lot 615 [part]). We are aware of a single example in the British Museum 
(1924,0205.2), Hocking making no entry of any in the collection of the 
Royal Mint Museum in 1910, while apparently none are held by the Mu- 
seums Victoria in Melbourne. Unsurprisingly the finer of only 2 certified 
examples by virtue of its deep, Ultra Cameo contrasts, and quite possibly 
the finest extant.

A veritable masterpiece of Victorian 
coin engraving, clearly situating Leonard Charles Wyon on similar foot- 
ing to his famous father, William. One of just three known specimens 
and only the second in private hands, it is no exaggeration whatsoever 
that this is the finest surviving representative. While the example in the 
British Museum is not pictured online (1924,0205.3), the other privately 
held is a mere PR62 Ultra Cameo by comparison (ex. MDC Monaco Auc- 
tion 7, June 2021, Lot 105; Heritage Auction #3088, November 2020, Lot 
33046; Editions V. Gadoury December 2016, Lot 164). Indeed, it is hardly 
surprising to see why this coin graced such famed and elite collections as 
Murdoch, Farouk, and Quartermaster—its fields appearing practically jet- 
black from all angles, eliciting an even sun-like glow when tipped from 
end-to-end while the devices rise in practically mountainous, frosted re- 
lief. Just a small copper spot appears before Victoria’s nose, providing 
one of the only “imperfections” detectable upon even the closest and most 
scrupulous inspection, and this hardly hampering the natural movement 
of the eye around the planchet. Apparently missing from the holdings of 
the Museums Victoria in Melbourne and undocumented by Hocking in 
the Royal Mint Museum in the early 20th century, and by all measures a 
trophy coin.

30154 George V gold Sovereign 1920-S MS64+ NGC, Sydney mint, KM29, S-4003 (Of highest rarity), McDonald-264, Rennik-pg. 35 (3 Known; 
Extremely Rare), Marsh-280 (R6), QM-196 (R7). The undisputed “King” of the Australian Sovereign series, even within a collection as jam-packed with 
extreme rarities as that presented here, with a total of just 6 known examples. The finest survivor in business-strike finish—with just a single other speci- 
men, graded MS64 by NGC, having been certified—the offering shows absolutely no signs of handling since it was first minted, the reverse demonstrating 
the usual so-called “pickled” texture, the exact origins of which remain uncertain to this day. Fine scattered die polish can be observed behind George’s 
bust, serving as one of the few noticeable features across otherwise satin honey-gold fields that whirl with full cartwheel luster. By all measures a show- 
stopping selection that edges very nearly on Gem Mint State preservation. 


An issue which was at first underappreciated as a rarity, it was early supposed that the 1920-S Sovereign represented a relatively common piece, owing to 
a reported mintage of some 360,000. While it is now known from the Royal Mint Annual Report that the total mintage for the issue was 360,180 pieces, 
all from 1920-dated dies and struck between January and June 1920, the number itself requires some contextualization to be fully appreciated. Most dates 
of the pre- and post-WWI era saw a mintage of at minimum | million+ coins across Sydney, Melbourne, and Perth, increasingly concentrated at the latter. 
Numbers burgeoned to nearly 4 million in 1918, owing to wartime needs, with mintage of 1/2 Sovereigns halted as unneeded for commerce from 1917 
onwards. By 1920, silver and gold prices had surged in the post-war years, hitting a peak in February of 127s 4d per ounce. As has been recently discussed 
in Howard Hodgson’s article “The 1920 Sydney sovereign: A centenary in review,” demand in 1920 had been focused much more on the coinage of pence 
and halfpence, and most of the 1920-S Sovereign’s original mintage was melted alongside 105 million other Sovereigns in the late 1920’s and early 1930’s 
in the US and England. Though former scholarship supposed that the small handful of surviving examples were commissioned by prominent Sydney 
citizen Jacob Garrard (1846-1931) from the Mint for distribution to his seven children to celebrate his Golden Wedding Anniversary, Hodgson discusses 
that contemporary documentation records no formal order from Garrard, and that he more likely obtained them from the Commonwealth Bank to which 
the Sydney Mint delivered newly struck Sovereigns during the 1920s. As such, it is notable that the 1920-S represents what is perhaps the paramount rarity 
of the regular circulation Sovereign series, rather than a private order. Today, we have been able to trace the following addition specimens:

evocative and engaging of Elizabeth’s gold issues alongside her unmis- 
takable “Fine” Sovereigns, this impressive Pound proves exceptionally 
appealing, both for the type as a whole as well as the grade. Seemingly 
of even finer appearances than the Newman example (Heritage Auction 
#3029, January 2014, Lot 30119)—an MS62 and the last representative 
we handled from these dies—the present coin demonstrates a fully round, 
uncracked planchet, free of waviness and with striking definition to the 
details.

The final Brit- 
ish coin produced following the Sovereign canon of Henry VIII, with the 
monarch enthroned between pillars, and the reverse shield within a Tudor 
rose (hence ‘Rose’ Ryal), this type is well-known as an issue that suffers 
from numerous post-mint problems, most often cleaning and punctures, 
together with regular flan cracks. Admittedly cleaned in the distant past, 
the selection seen here nevertheless shows evidence of a strong strike, and 
is notable as a privy missing from the Schneider Collection.

Reeded 
edge. By Thomas Simon. Visually delightful in hand, this well-preserved 
representative of a coveted and highly historical gold denomination leaves 
the viewer wanting nothing more. While the coin is technically designated 
as “MS,” the offering shows all the characteristics of a Proof strike, lack- 
ing only the cameo effect that would warrant a corresponding designation. 
Needle-sharp clarity of detail is expressed throughout, with characteristic 
stippled texturing noted across Cromwell’s bust and the inner shields of 
the reverse design, framed by crisp legends. The open expanses yield pure 
and unmitigated reflectivity, exhibiting only wispy hairline friction to pre- 
vent finer certification. Meanwhile, a compelling amber tone blankets the 
surfaces, elevating the allure of this treasured relic of English and, more 
broadly, numismatic history. 


After the English Civil War terminated in 1649 with the execution of King 
Charles I, Oliver Cromwell, the leader of the anti-monarchist Parlia- 
FLT mentarians, became Lord Protector of the Commonwealth of England. 
DA : Seven years later, through the combination Thomas Simon’ masterful 
i Ste ; engraving and the engineering know-how of Pierre Blondeau, the Crom- 
well portrait series was created. A step towards hypocritically represent- 
ing Cromwell as King, this milled coinage featured the Lord Protector 
wearing a laureate wreath and the reverse shield featuring a crown, its 
overall quality a significant improvement over previous issues. Produced 
entirely in Blondeaus own private Drury House (as the Tower Mint mon- 
eyers loathed Blondeau and refused to let him work alongside them), the 
coinage was designed as a statement of Cromwell's power and to serve as 
an example of the dramatic improvements in coin production under the 
Commonwealth.

Despite the piece’s relatively greater degree of 
wear, as well as uniformly scattered contact marks throughout, a distinctive mint brilliance gleams from within the legends, sparkling as the coin is rotated 


in hand and preserving a vestige of its original Mint State appeal. A rare opportunity to acquire a more affordable example of a popular and normally 
unattainable issue.

Generally well-centered, with what 
may at first appear to be a strike slightly high-of-center due to a subtle 
unevenness to the bottom of the flan. In this luxurious golden format, the 
bust of Charles II, skillfully crafted and nearly fully struck-up, is as splen- 
did as one could expect from any regular circulation coinage of his reign. 
This observation is only made truer by the uncirculated state of the piece, 
elevating the designs to their highest caliber. Illumination reveals scin- 
tillating luster that carries admirably across the surfaces, particularly to 
the reverse, which contains ample wateriness and, similar to the obverse, 
gentle touches of striking amber tone that blend gradually and effortlessly 
into the golden color of the background. Absent any larger marks and with 
such lofty aesthetic appeal, this offering deserves nothing but the closest 
consideration.

The surfaces display a bright, almost 
sunflower-golden tone throughout, and careful rotation in hand quickly 
reveals that every facet of the surfaces, be it the raised features or the 
lower-lying fields, appear intensely luminous and even downright watery 
in the case of the latter. Indeed, even the finer details, such as William’s 
hair curls and the reverse shield ornamentation, remain nearly fully intact, 
all of which combines to yield a quality of presentation that practically 
speaking is as good as uncirculated. On the technical side, just a hair of 
friction and the absolute most minimal degree of “wear” establish the top 
AU grade, but it is doubtful that most collectors could do better than this 
example without breaking into significantly higher price territory, where 
one could still expect to see pieces with more marks than what this gener- 
ally very clean specimen displays.

Sunset and amber 
hues ignite across the surfaces as the piece is rotated in hand, while a 
uniform distribution of superficial friction limits the grade from further 
heights. Though the current holder does not display the Pittman collec- 
tion attribution any longer, the specific toning pattern and minute contact 
marks on this example clearly identify the offering as the same that we 
presented as part of the Law Collection in 2014, which prominently dis- 
played the “Pittman” pedigree on its holder, and which is easily tied to 
that collection by the associated catalog’s photographs. All said, a fleeting 
opportunity to own a historical coin, and one made further desirable by a 
record extending back to the 1950s.

A denomination that would not see 
circulation until the reign of his successor, who ironically would dismiss 
Pistrucci, the dies for this 2 Pounds were supposedly not completed until 
after the king’s death, with William Wyon believed to have put the finish- 
ing touches on Pistrucci’s famed engraving. Only the second example we 
have offered, the Cameo contrasts on this specimen can only be regarded 
as captivating—hard, mirrorlike reflectivity characterizing both faces 
alongside generous device frosting that makes the reliefs nearly “spring” 
from the flan.

Clear attention to detail and skillful mas- 
tery of engraving, characteristics typically encountered in the young Wy- 
on’s works, complements George IV’s portrait on Britain’s first modern 5 
Pounds, projecting the full, frosted effigy towards the viewer, rendering it 
an instantly recognizable type and the only collectible date from this ruler. 
Clearly the product of previous placement in an advanced cabinet, the 
current representative carries a uniform warm, golden resplendence across 
bold and carefully struck devices. The reverse of this monumental survi- 
vor remains impressively well-preserved, facing up surprisingly finer than 
the assigned grade would indicate, bathed in die polish and full reflectiv- 
ity one expects from an “Ultra Cameo” designation.

A clear product of Wyon and Dyce’s artistic partnership, 
struck as a Pattern the year prior to the circulation issuance of the notori- 
ous “Godless” Florin, so-called for its omission of “Dei Gratia” on the 
obverse. Exceedingly rare with the grained edge and this die axis; Maurice 
Bull lists this type and the medal alignment type as an R5 while all other 
varieties with the adopted reverse remain R2. Certainly one of, if not the 
most attractive examples of this type the cataloger has laid eyes upon, 
Proof or business strike, wholly enveloped in a clear two-tone patination, 
carrying vibrant cobalt and peach hues weaving across needle-sharp de- 
vices one comes to expect from this era of coinage. Nary a distracting 
mark can be witnessed to the discerning eye, even upon magnification, 
confirming this premium gem as one of only three assigned the finest tech- 
nical designation at PR66+, the other two without “Cameo” superlatives.

Incredibly well-preserved for this fleetingly 
rare Gothic Crown subvariety, awarded an R2 rating from English Silver 
Coinage as compared to the “Scarce” rarity assigned to the standard UN 
DECIMO edge type. However, of even greater note to the connoisseur, 
is this offering’s unquestionably Gem Proof certification, an accolade 
solidified by its painstakingly precise strike, rendering an example that 
could nearly have been minted yesterday. A pattern of striated obverse 
tone overlays elements of blush and champagne, significantly brightening 
the planchet for what is typically a darkly patinated issue. For the sake of 
comparison, we would note that we recently sold a PR63 Cameo-graded 
piece for $132,000 in our January 2022 Platinum Night sale, and that just 
one PR66 and PR66 Cameo are presently certified finer than this coin.

REGNI TERTIO * edge, 6 scrolls, and 11 leaves. By William Wyon. Veri- 
fiably iconic as not just a coveted issue of British numismatics, for which 
there are numerous, but across nations and eras, becoming one of the most 
fervently and consistently contested series in recent memory. The crown- 
ing artistic achievement of master engraver William Wyon at the height 
of his career—a monumental proclamation when considering his other 
masterworks, each impressive in their own right: the “Gothic” Crown and 
“Three Graces.” The example at hand represents an extraordinary display 
of technical prowess, with meticulous detail painstakingly rendered unto 
Victoria’s young bust; every lock of hair and headband foliage clearly 
defined and elevated by the combination of ample frost and deep mirrors 
that confirm the “Ultra Cameo” superlative.

Expansive Prototype Olympiad Gold Medal 


30269 George I gold Specimen “Zappas Olympics” Class A 
Award Medal 1870 SP63 NGC, Paris mint, Gadoury/Vescovi-2. 41mm. 
59.64gm. By Barre. An exceedingly scarce “Class A” Victor’s Award 
medal which finds itself of the utmost rarity and importance, not only to 
numismatists and collectors of the Greek series, but also to collectors of 
historic sports memorabilia. Struck in gold for what would be known as 
the Zappas Olympics, a national event funded by philanthropist Evangelos 
Zappas, whose goal was to revitalize the Greek tradition of the Olympiad. 
Two varieties of these gold medals exist, both represented in this very 
sale; the Class B struck for second place, and Class A for first. The first of 
these athletic contests would take place in 1859 after petitioning Othon, 
King of Greece, where Zappas had proposed to sponsor the permanent 
revival of the games, even going so far as to reconstruct the ancient Pana- 
thenaic Stadium, which would host the 1870 and 1875 games for which 
this medal was struck. Ultimately Zappas’ dream would be realized at that 
very stadium, where in 1896, the ancient city of Athens would host the 
first international Olympiad in a 125-year tradition. 


Executed in immensely high relief, it is apparent the importance that was 
placed on not only these medals, but the games themselves, the organizers 
hoping to create a mold for what would ultimately be the modern interna- 
tional Olympics games. While of the same general design of the Class B 
specimen, the larger planchet for which this was struck upon lends itself 
to more successful composition and proportionality, the honeyed golden 
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do little to detract from the medal’s overall visual character. Certainly a 
great rarity and an offering that doubtlessly will be met with strong bidder 
enthusiasm.

Class B medals like the example at hand represent a second prize in the games, and the issues from this period as a whole may be considered 
as a form of predecessor to the later bronze, silver, and gold medals that became associated with the modern international Olympic games we know today. 


Struck in high relief, with well-chiseled, bold features and mirrored golden fields surrounding, the offering stands as the sole example of its type certified 
by NGC to date.

11, Karamitsos-182. Mintage: 140. A highly elusive issue struck for the 
fifth anniversary of the monarchy’s restoration on November 25, 1935. 
Due to the extremely limited mintage of a mere 140 examples, this com- 
memorative issue remains a key to the Greek series, appearing perhaps 
only once or twice at auction annually on average. Sharp and decidedly 
reflective, with a blanket of golden frost laid upon the devices to produce 
a clear cameo effect. To date, only a handful of examples certifies finer at 
NGC, rendering this near-gem specimen a true prize for the specialized 
collector.

Boasting the mountainous calligraphic reliefs so emblematic 
of Mughal coinage in general and Akbar’s issues in particular, even the 
individual strokes used to engrave each letter appear upon close exami- 
nation, these mirrored by entrancing surface die polish. While Akbar’s 
emissions of this date are known with both Arabic and Persian numeral 4’s 
in the date, those with the Persian 4 are usually accompanied by a floral 
flourish above the word Allah on the obverse (cf. Heritage Auction #3014, 
April 2011, Lot 24370); we have not come across another example from 
this obverse die in the course of our research. For comparison, we would 
note that an MS65-graded example with Arabic 4 brought $18,000 in our 
January NYINC sale.

While the reported mintage is approximately 1,174, this number 
is considered to be a likely overestimation of the true figure, of which the majority have subsequently been remelted, leaving exceedingly few survivors. 
Although the surfaces have clearly been altered, as witnessed by the lack of original luster, the devices remain quite sharp, revealing fine hair detail to 
William’s bust and the reverse lion’s mane, as well as crisp leaves in the reverse palm. Regardless of condition, the offering at hand represents an elusive 
opportunity, and the unlikely appearance of an AU50-certified original example in our relatively recent August 2020 Platinum Night Auction (Lot 30217) 
should in no way be taken to indicate otherwise. 


There are a number of distinguishable characteristics that separate an original from a restrike. Starting from the outside of the coin, the rim of the original 
is very distinctive; it has a “natural” appearance—exactly like other business strikes from this same period. A second area of interest—and perhaps the 
main, definitive area in terms of diagnostics—is located on the reverse. Between an original and restrike example, radical differences are noted to the 
design of the palm fronds. It is not unusual for restrikes to show fronds that have been completely polished away, while others are no longer even attached 
to the branches of the tree itself. And, in the foreground, there are very noticeable differences to the presentation of the lion; on a restrike, the rear leg is 
almost completely gone, essentially portraying the lion as having only three legs. Confirmation of these differences in the two die types are noted correctly 
in the Standard Catalog of World Coins and the Catalogue of British Colonial and Commonwealth Coins by Andre de Clermont. Finally, there has been 
speculation regarding a redesign and re-engraving, as well as the addition of heavy polish to the die, making the diagnostics conclusive.

Struck with 4 Escudos Dies 


30304 Philip V gold Cob 8 Escudos ND (1714-1715) Mo-J MS63 
NGC, Mexico City mint, KM57.2, Cal-Type 296, cf. Onza-393 and 398, 
cf. Oro Macuquino-393a. 26.75gm. Plain tressures variety. From the 1715 
Plate Fleet. A notably intriguing and singular 8 Escudos from this highly 
targeted period of Mexican gold coinage, displaying what at first glance 
appears to be traces of a flip-over double strike. Closer inspection, howev- 
er, reveals that the coin was actually minted from 4 Escudo dies initially, 
before the flan was flipped over and struck with the proper dies, leaving 
detectably smaller legends at the beginning of the reverse, as well as traces 
of the Roman numeral IIII within one of the tressures of the cross. That a 
mint worker could have picked up the wrong dies in the minting workshop 
is hardly unprecedented for Spanish Colonial Cobs, with Oro Macuquino 
recording a Mexico City specimen clearly minted with 4 Escudos dies 
on an 8 Escudos planchet (see no. 393a), and indeed we have offered a 
Lima-minted 4 Escudos struck from an 8 Escudos reverse die (see Heri- 
tage Auction #3075, August 2019, Lot 32344). Clearly the choice to flip 
over the planchet before utilizing the correct dies must have been intended 
as a way of disguising the nature of the mistake. In any case, a remarkable 
window into minting operations in the 18th-century, and a piece of great 
historical significance.

Hav- 
ing mellowed to a uniformly warm, tangerine appearance over its course 
likely tucked away in an advanced cabinet, and struck with impressive 
relief as to project Alexander’s bust towards the viewer when witnessed in 
hand. While examples in silver and gold bearing the same likeness exist, 
the cataloger notes a certain refinedness in quality of the current offering 
when compared to others, particularly notable to the scrolled border of the 
reverse and lifelike realism of the bust, most clearly the work of a com- 
petent engraver.

After the destruction of Motya by the Syracusan tyrant Dionysius 
I, the Carthaginians relocated the surviving population to a 
new, well-defended fortress on the western corner of Sicily. The 
Greeks called the city Lilybaion, while the Carthaginians referred 
to it as Ras Melgqart, or the “Cape of Melqart.” A second Punic 
mint (after Entella) was established there producing coins closely 
modeled on the issues of Syracuse, usually featuring a charg- 
ing quadriga backed with a female head surrounded by leaping 
dolphins. Coinage at Lilybaion ended in about 305 BC and was 
not resumed until the Romans took full control of Sicily a century 
later.

In 356 BC, Philip won control of Thessaly and the victory of his 
race horse in the Olympic games earned him more prestige. A 
blunt, hard-drinking and uncultured man, Philip was beloved by 
his soldiers and detested by the elite of most Greek cities, particu- 
larly Athens. In 338 BC, he crushed a combined Athenian-Theban 
army at Chaeronea, making him effective master of all Greece. 
His ultimate aim was to lead a united Greek army against the 
Persian Empire, but his assassination, in 336 BC, left the task 
to his charismatic son, Alexander III. His coinage in gold and 
silver was immense and coins continued to be minted with his 
name and types long after his death. This beautiful silver tet- 
radrachm, struck circa 322-320 BC, bears a superb head of Zeus 
that appears to be modeled on the features of Philip himself, while 
the victorious race horse and rider recall Philip’s successes at the 
Olympics.

While the sequence of issues for the earliest electrum coinage is 
still imperfectly understood, recent discoveries have begun to 
clarify the picture. It is now evident that the first “coins” were 
pre-weighed electrum globules of no particular design but con- 
forming to the weight standard prevalent in Ionia and Lydia, a 
“stater” of about 14 grams and its fractions. Next came pieces 
bearing simple punch patterns on the “reverse,” but with a blank 
“obverse,” as seen here. These were followed quickly by pieces 
being a series of parallel striations, the first example of some- 
thing that could be termed an obverse “type.” Thus this “typeless 
trite” issue is among the very first coins struck by any culture.

Phanes was evidently a Carian or Ephesian minister or aristo- 
crat of the later 7th century BC. The name is known from a rare 
group of electrum staters and a lesser denominations that bear 
a stag and the Greek legend “I am the badge of Phanes” or “of 
Phanes.” These are among the earliest coins to bear legends. 
It has also been speculated that the name refers to a divinity, 
perhaps Apollo-Phaneos (light-bringer) or Artemis (due to the 
stag). The Phanes coinage falls into seven denominations, from a 
full stater down to a 1/96 stater, all featuring the stag in various 
poses; only the full stater and third-stater or trite are inscribed, 
but the distinctive rendering of the stag links all denominations 
of the series to the same issuer. The fact that Phanes is otherwise 
unattested as a king or satrap indicates the first coins may have 
been struck by private individuals, rather than governments or 
royal courts.

Lydia was the first kingdom of the ancient world to make wide- 
spread use of the newly invented medium of coinage. Previously, 
city-states along the Anatolian coast had experimented with 
pre-weighing nuggets of electrum and marking them with various 
abstract designs. Alyattes, who founded the Lydian Kingdom 
circa 619 BC, standardized the striking of coins on a wide scale 
and used as an obverse design an image of the sun (shown as 
a “radiate globule”) rising over a lion’s head, the symbol of his 
family, the Mermnadae.

The reputation of Bactria as an “empire of mystery” begins with 
its earliest coinage bearing a name, in this case an individual 
named Sophytes, perhaps the helmeted man shown on the obverse, 
about whom nothing is known. The coins bear no royal title so 
has been suggested Sophytes was an early satrap of Bactria who 
ruled the region under Seleucus I as there is some stylistic simi- 
larity to local bronzes issued in the name of Seleucus.

Numismatic evidence indicates the reign of Agathocles fol- 
lowed upon that of Demetrius I, who extended Greek rule deep 
into northern India, and likely overlapped and coincided with 
the reigns of Euthydemus II (son of Demetrius?), Pantaleon, 
Antimachus I, and Eucratides I “the Great,” who seems to have 
conquered his realm about 171-170 BC. Agathocles struck a 
remarkable “pedigree” coinage naming as his antecedents 
Alexander III “the Great,” Antiochus “Nicator” (Antiochus II?), 
Diodotus I and IT, Euthydemus I, and Demetrius I. Only the last 
four of these rulers had any blood relation to each other; in fact, 
they were in some cases deadly enemies. In honoring them on 
his coinage, Agathocles seems to be claiming legitimacy based 
on the authority inherent in their names and titles, rather than 
any personal blood relationship. This rare tetradrachm type has 
both the portrait and name of Diodotus I, here named as Soter or 
“Savior,” who founded the Bactrian Kingdom by breaking away 
from Seleucid rule in the mid third century BC.

The mint location for this large series of tetradrachms with Latin 
legends has long puzzled numismatists, with speculation ranging 
from Caesarea in Cappadocia to Tyre in Phoenicia.

Following the murder of Julius Caesar, power fell into the hands 
of Marc Antony, Caesar's loyal lieutenant and commander of 
cavalry. Antony’s position was soon challenged from an unex- 
pected direction when Caesar’s 18-year-old grand-nephew, 
Gaius Octavius, arrived in Rome to claim his legacy as Caesar’s 
heir. The youth proved unnaturally canny at securing the loyalty 
of Caesar's followers and undermining Antony's authority. By 43 
BC, Octavian had actually induced the Senate to declare Antony a 
public enemy, but quickly reversed himself and struck a deal with 
Antony by which they would share supreme power with a third 
broker, Lepidus, with the ultimate aim of hunting down Caesar's 
assassins. This task accomplished, Lepidus soon faded into the 
background, leaving Octavian and Antony to rule the Roman 
world jointly for the better part of a decade until their inevitable 
falling out. This issue, struck in mid-41 BC in the eastern half of 
the Empire ruled by Antony, puts the political situation in stark 
terms, with Antony and Octavian, still sporting youthful long 
sideburns, on opposite sides. While Antony occupies the domi- 
nant obverse, Octavian calls himself by the magical name Caesar, 
which would soon become a title for all Roman emperors.

This reverse type celebrates the recovery by Augustus of the 
legionary standards lost to the Parthians through the disas- 
trous campaigns of Crassus and Mark Antony in 53 and 36 BC. 
Augustus accomplished this triumph through diplomacy backed 
by military muscle. In 20 BC, Augustus embarked on a tour 
of the eastern provinces while his stepson Tiberius led a large 
army into Armenia, which had recently risen in revolt against 
its Parthian-installed king, Artaxes. Tiberius drove Artaxes into 
exile and crowned in his place Tigranes, who had been living as 
an honored exile in Rome for 10 years. The Parthians reacted 
meekly to this show of force and handed over the Roman stan- 
dards that had been prized possessions for many decades. Also 
of interest is the bust of a goddess identified as Feronia on the 
obverse. Feronia is an early Italic goddess worshipped by the 
Sabines and by the Roman plebs as a guarantor of their liber- 
ties. Her bust appears on several coins struck by this moneyer, P. 
Petronius Turpilianus, suggesting his family regarded her as a 
patron deity.

Domitian has gone down in history as a depraved tyrant, but 
he was certainly not a madman like Caligula, nor was he an 
incompetent dilettante like Nero. As a young man, Domitian 
was largely overshadowed by his older brother Titus, a situation 
that probably shaped his dour, resentful character. In AD 79, 
Vespasian was succeeded by Titus as Augustus, with Domitian 
taking the junior position of Caesar. However, unfortunately 
Titus ruled only two years before he fell ill and died, in September 
of AD 81. Domitian wasted no time in seizing power as the third 
emperor of the Flavian dynasty. He soon proved a conscien- 
tious, detail-oriented administrator who kept a firm hand on all 


facets of government. Despite his uneven military record, the 


legions loved Domitian for raising their pay by nearly 50 percent. 
But, Domitian’s suspicion of the aristocracy soon deepened into 
paranoia. Unsuccessful conspiracies against him, in AD 87 and 
89, caused him to abandon all restraint, and by AD 93 Rome was 
in the grip of a new reign of terror. Even Domitian’s wife came 
to fear for her life, and she encouraged the emperor’s personal 
attendants to plot against him, leading to his murder, in AD 96.

Trajan was a beloved emperor that excelled in the civic side of 
governing. He exceeded in projecting a persona of paternalism 
and an understanding of the importance of public works. Trajan 
understood the art of propaganda, both in the city of Rome itself 
and throughout the Empire. However, Trajan was a warrior 


first and foremost. During his reign, the Empire expanded out 


to its largest size, both before his time and after. His conquests 
of Dacia, in AD 102-105, were monumentalized on the spiral 
reliefs of Trajan’s Column and are alluded to on this spectacular 
denarius. The arduous conquest brought an enormous windfall 
of plundered loot entered the Roman economy. This increase of 
wealth paid for the construction of his enormous new Forum. In 
this new Forum, the Column of Trajan was erected, in order to 
display his numerous victories abroad, and as a resting place for 
his body after death, within the base structure.

During the Eastern campaign of AD 114-117, Trajan barely 
escaped death in Antioch when a severe earthquake collapsed 
the building where he was in residence, forcing him to escape 
through a window. According to Cassius Dio, Trajan was rescued 
“by some being, of greater than human stature, who came to him 
and led him forth, so he escaped with only a few slight injuries.” 
The figure was later taken to be a god, perhaps Jupiter himself in 
quasi-mortal guise. This denarius, which shows a giant figure of 
Jupiter shielding the emperor, likely refers to this episode.

The portrait of Christ on the obverse of this solidus is the first 
numismatic representation of Jesus, and immediately followed 
the ruling of the Trullan Synod of AD 692 that Christ could be 
depicted in human form. Justinian II was ostentatiously devout 
and placing the divine image on his coinage was a reflection of 
this. The image is remarkably naturalistic and lifelike, and was 
likely based on the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of the 
Great Palace of Constantinople, which was itself influenced by 
Hellenistic depictions of Zeus. Some scholars have argued that 
Justinian’s choice to produce this new type came in response to 
the Umayyad caliph ‘Abd al-Malik’s minting of Byzantine-style 
solidi bearing the Islamic statement of faith (the shahada) in AD 
692, which he used in payment of tribute to the Emperor prior to 
the eruption of the Battle of Sebastopolis the same year.

Upon his return to power, Justinian II immediately resumed 
his innovative coinage featuring an obverse portrait of Christ. 
The new sacred image, however, was distinctly different from 
the “classic” Christ of Justinian’s first reign. Jesus is shown 
in a seemingly more youthful guise, with a head of tight, curly 
hair and a close-cropped beard, in place of the long tresses and 
medium-length beard on coins of the first reign. Various theories 
have been put forth to explain this abrupt change in iconography, 
but it remains mysterious. At any rate, young, curly headed Christ 
proved a short-lived depiction. It would not be until the end of 
the iconoclastic era in the late 9th century AD that Christ would 
again be depicted on Byzantine coins, and the image would revert 
to the more traditional long-haired visage of Justinian LI’s first 
reign.

Although often cited as only a mild civil servant thrust into the 
role of short-reigning emperor, Anastasius II Artemius was 
rather a more formidable character than his origins might 
suggest. An imperial secretary to several emperors, he ascended 
to the purple when soldiers from the volatile Opsikian Theme in 
Thrace rose up and overthrew the Emperor Philippicus, whose 
unorthodox religious views had alienated the populace and 
soldiery. Artemius was chosen for his intimate knowledge of the 
imperial bureaucracy and orthodox religion. He chose to rule 
under the name Anastasius in honor of the ruler of two centu- 
ries previous who had strengthened the Empire through sound 
financial measures. One of his first actions was to arrest and 
execute the conspirators against Philippicus and impose harsh 
discipline on the army. Understanding that Constantinople would 
soon be besieged by Arab armies, he repaired the walls and 
ordered construction of a new fleet, which he sent on a success- 
ful preemptive raid of Rhodes. He also placed the army of the 
Anatolian Theme under the command of the talented general Leo 
the Isaurian, later emperor, and ordered it to invade Syria. In the 
meantime, however, the unruly Thracian troops tired of his dis- 
cipline and revolted a second time. After a two-month siege, they 
took Constantinople and replaced Anastasius with another civil 
servant, who ascended the throne as Theodosius II. Anastasius 
fled to Nicaea, where he abdicated and entered a monastery. 
Four years later, he attempted to resume the throne, but he was 
captured and executed.

Though now saddled with the unfortunate epithet “the Drunkard,” 
Michael LI showed real ability and it was under his reign 
that the great recovery in Byzantine fortunes later called “the 
Macedonian Renaissance” began. The son of Theophilus, he was 
only two years old when his father died and the purple passed to 
him. A succession of regents, mainly his mother Theodora, ran 
affairs of state until he reached his majority in AD 856, when his 
reign truly began. Guided by his uncle, the Caesar Bardas, his 
regime made astonishing progress on the domestic, diplomatic 
and military fronts. The Arabs were defeated and pushed back, 
the Slavs Christianized and incorporated within the Empire, the 
last embers of Iconoclasm stamped out, and a university estab- 
lished in Constantinople to advance higher learning. Byzantine 
art and iconography, too, began a strong revival, as indicated by 
this magnificent gold solidus. Later Byzantine historians black- 
ened Michael's name as a drunken wastrel in order to glorify the 
dynasty of the man who murdered him and usurped the throne, 
Basil I the Macedonian, but he deserved better treatment.

One of the greatest generals of his age, Nicephorus Phocas led 
the armada that reclaimed Crete for Byzantium after 130 years 
of Arab rule. He followed up by annexing Cyprus and capturing 
Aleppo. These stupendous victories led the army, following the 
death of Romanus II in March AD 963, to acclaim Nicephorus as 
Emperor. Returning to Constantinople, he married Theophano, 
the widow of Romanus LI, and proclaimed himself protector of her 
two young sons Basil II and Constantine VII, who became sub- 
ordinate Emperors. Nicephorus continued the offensive against 
the Caliphate, which fell back on all fronts before the disciplined 
Byzantine forces. Theophano, however, found him physically 
repulsive, remote and austere, and sought refuge in the arms 
of a dashing soldier, John Tzimisces. Together they plotted and 
carried out the murder of Nicephorus in December of AD 969. 


It is during this reign that the term “solidus” is replaced by “his- 
tamenon nomisma” as a name for the standard Byzantine gold 
coin. A second, slightly lighter denomination, the “tetarteron 
nomisma,” was also introduced.

The largest gold 
type minted in colonial Brazil, and most likely the largest gold 
coin ever produced for circulation. A type that made history in 
Brazilian numismatics, rupturing with the duodecimal system, in 
which the largest gold type was the 4000 Reis, and the later 12800 
Reis. Displaying high-relief sharp motifs and honeycomb fields. 


Jose I gold 1000 Reis 1752-(L) MS68 NGC, Lisbon mint, 
KM162.1, LMB-300, Gomes-58.02. Assigned a nearly unfath- 
omable, virtually pristine designation one would expect from a 
modern issue and likely set aside or lost soon after creation, a 
fact confirmed by the sheer paucity of distracting marks even 
under magnification from a scrupulous eye. A razor-sharp strike 
coupled with an omnipresent satiny sheen contribute to the clearly 
superior aesthetic caliber of the coin at hand, and with only a 
single example across the entire denomination finer by a half- 
point between both grading services, we anticipate placement 
likely in the advanced cabinet of a quality and conditionally- 
minded collector.

Displaying a light patina over the sharp and 
lustrous peripheries.

Rarely seen in this admirable state of 
preservation with only a single other tied between both grading 
services for this “Top Pop” position. Imbued with an ambered 
gold patina that envelops the painstakingly detailed bust of Maria, 
further elevated by a booming mint brilliance.

Showing deeply-engraved devices and a lovely cabinet tone dress- 
ing the luminous fields.

Ferdinand VI gold 8 Escudos 1751 So-J MS62 PCGS, Santiago 
mint, KM3, Cal-824 (prev. Cal-72), Onza-644. Satiny and har- 
vest-gold, with a firm strike displayed to all but the centermost 
elements of the King’s bust and reverse shield. Flashes of sharp 
brilliance grip the devices, accentuating the boldness of the fea- 
tures and supporting a wholly justified near-choice designation. 


Ferdinand VI gold 8 Escudos 1751 So-J AU (Altered Surfaces), 
Santiago mint, KM3, Cal-824, Onza-644. An issue that typi- 
cally appears with soft strikes and die breaks, the example offered 
showing both sides deeply struck. The reverse has a needle-point 
shield and highly attractive semi-Prooflike fields, while the 
obverse exhibits a conditional qualifier for which this piece is not 
eligible for encapsulation: though the motifs are also very crisp 
and bold, it’s clear the alteration/movement of metal right in front 
of the King’s face. Analyzing the coin at an angle, the outline of a 
probable lamination defect is visible, a common flan flaw of these 
issues. To “correct” such mint deficiency, the coin seems to have 
undergone a smoothing of the area, to disguise such imperfection. 
Altogether, an affordable example of this sought-after type. 
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Ferdinand VI gold 8 Escudos 1754 So-J AU Details (Cleaned) 
NGC, Santiago mint, KM3, Cal-829, Onza-648 (Rare). This 
scarce subtype - labeled as “tipo B” in Onza’s reference and 
“reduced-diameter” by Carlos Jara in his work on the early issues 
of the Santiago mint - was struck between 1753-1758 and is easily 
identified by its reduced diameter compared to the earlier 1750- 
1753 issues and by the different design of the shield around the 
golden fleece. The present example shows well-defined motifs 
and a light amber tone to the surfaces. 


Ferdinand VI gold 8 Escudos 1758 So-J AU55 NGC, Santiago 
mint, KM12, Cal-835. Fleece Below Cross. Firmly and cen- 
trally struck, sun-gold brilliance careening across the peripheral 
legends when rotated in hand.

Charles IV 8 Reales 1803/2 So-FJ AU58 NGC, Santiago mint, 
KM51, Cal-1038. Clearly overdated, with the final digit revealing 
a mostly intact “2” beneath. Though typically soft to the higher 
points of the designs, this appears mostly to be the result of the 
dies themselves, as Charles’ bust is outlined in sharp relief, sur- 
rounded by remnant luster and touches of intermingled almond 
and steel patina. Of scarce quality for the type and tied for the 
finest yet certified by NGC. 


Charles IV 8 Reales 1805 So-FJ AU58 NGC, Santiago mint, 
KM51, Cal-1045. Preserved at the absolute cusp of uncirculated 
condition, with both a crisp strike and a reverse that is very 
nearly Prooflike due to a combination of mirror reflectivity and 
razor-sharp designs. Soft amber patina grips the obverse legend, 
producing a hint of pleasing color contrast. 


Charles IV gold 8 Escudos 1791 So-DA MS61 NGC, Santiago 
mint, KM54, Cal-1756. A pure sun-gold conditional survivor, 
entirely Mint State and exhibiting a sheen of brilliance that rolls 
across the open areas as the coin is tilted in direct light. A scat- 
tering of friction caps the assigned grade, yet no larger marks or 
meaningful instances of contact are noted. 


Charles IV gold 8 Escudos 1797 So-DA MS62 NGC, Santiago 
mint, KMS54, Cal-1762. A flashy piece, displaying crisp motifs 
and lustrous, semi-reflective peripheries. 


Charles IV gold 8 Escudos 1798 So-DA MS61 NGC, Santiago 
mint, KM54, Cal-1764. A scarcely seen Mint State representative 
of the issue, embellished by touches of copper tone containing 
metallic blue highlights. Sunny golden luster graces the surfaces, 
with a particular brightness and pristine condition displayed to 
the reverse. 


Charles IV gold 8 Escudos 1802 So-JJ MS61 NGC, Santiago 
mint, KM54, Cal-1770. Showing a common soft strike, but pre- 
senting mostly well-defined motifs with a razor-sharp shield and 
semi-reflective fields, highly lustrous. 


Charles IV gold 8 Escudos 1803 So-FJ MS62+ NGC, Santiago 
mint, KM54, Cal-1773. A popular issue, displaying the bust of 
the previous Charles III king and a date entirely missing from 
the Eliasberg and Millennia collections, and the Caballero de las 
Yndias piece was a mere AUS8. Razor-sharp devices and velve- 
teen lustrous fields with glossy legends. 


Charles IV gold 8 Escudos 1804 So-FJ MS62 PCGS, Santiago 
mint, KMS54, Cal-1774, Onza-1220. Very near to the peak of the 
certified population, it is not at all common to locate any Spanish 
Colonial 8 Escudos so fresh and near-choice. Fully struck in every 
facet of the design, the fields cascade with a glassy, semi-Proof- 
like brilliance, omitting all but the most minor of flaws from its 
surfaces. NGC records only having seen two MS63’s finer. 
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Ferdinand VII 8 Reales 1810 So-FJ MS62 NGC, Santiago mint, 
KM75, Cal-1403. Admiral Bust type. A sought-after imaginary 
bust issue, displaying crisp devices and semi-reflective lustrous 
fields. Elusive in Mint state, tied for the second finest grade 
recorded by the two major grading companies. 


Ferdinand VII gold 4 Escudos 1817 So-FJ VF20 PCGS, 
Santiago mint, KM77, Cal-1740, MC-54. Inverted mintmark 
variety. Mintage: 68. A by-all-indications exceedingly scarce 
Chilean 4 Escudos, standing as the final date for which the 
denomination was minted at Santiago, with purportedly just 68 
examples struck. Indeed, this is only the second example of the 
date we have ever offered (the other being the standard mint- 
mark variety), and was altogether missing from the Eliasberg 
Collection. Excluding the aforementioned piece that we offered in 
2008, we know of only 4 other examples having come to market 
in the last 20 years. For the sake of completeness, we note a small 
lamination or flan flaw to the right of the reverse shield. 


Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1808 So-FJ AU55 NGC, Santiago 
mint, KM72, Cal-1860. “Admiral” bust type. Showcasing glowing 
lustrous fields and well-defined devices, a sought-after imaginary 
bust issue from Chile. 


Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1809 So-FJ AU58 NGC, 
Santiago mint, KM72, Cal-1862. “Admiral” bust type. Displaying 
antique-gold toned fields, occupied by a few flan flaws that are 
balanced by the deeply-engraved motifs, very bold for the issue.

A popular type, displaying the 
bust of the previous king Charles HII (the punches with Ferdinand 
VII bust seem to have not arrived at the Santiago mint, surviving 
to our days only the type offered and the imaginary bust type). 
Displaying lightly toned surfaces with well-defined devices and a 
curious mark in front of the bust.

Typically worn over the sunface, and 
yet a coin which retains plentiful eye appeal, allowing a full 
appreciation of its highly popular imagery. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1833 So-I AUS0 PCGS, Santiago mint, 
KM§84, Onza-1627, MC-67. Displaying crisp legends that frame 
the central designs, illuminated by an abundance of butter-gold 
luster and dressed in a veil of pale tangerine tone. A conditionally 
challenging issue - one that has seen only a small handful of Mint 
State pieces certified across NGC and PCGS to date. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1833 So-I XF45 NGC, Santiago mint, 
KM§84, Onza-1627. A conditionally challenging popular type, 
the example offered showing moderately handled devices, with 
honest wear, hints of luster and a lovely flame toning across the 
legends. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1835 So-IJ AU58 PCGS, Santiago 
mint, KM93, Onza-1630. Often a weakly struck type that suffers 
from heavy wear, the present offering displays a charming straw- 
gold luster that cartwheels evenly around the peripheries, with 
just a few light adjustments towards the center of the flan. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1836 So-IJ AUS3 NGC, Santiago mint, 
KM93, Fr-37. Hand on book type. A lightly handled and problem- 
free specimen of this popular type, exhibiting well-defined motifs 
and antique-gold toning.

Republic gold 8 Escudos 1841 So-IJ MS61+ NGC, Santiago 
mint, KM104.1, Fr-41. A demonstrably superior representative 
of this conditionally challenging issue, featuring flashy copper- 
gold brilliance across fields that produce full cartwheel effects 
when rotated in hand. Sharp legends frame the central motifs, 
which are surrounded by only mild contact friction that caps the 
assigned, highly impressive grade. Just a “half point” shy of the 
finest certified to date - a single MS62 at NGC. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1847 So-IJ AU58 PCGS, Santiago 
mint, KM105, Onza-1779. Visually appealing both for the grade 
and in absolute terms, with a definitive strike producing crisply 
rendered motifs, surrounded in a sea of glassy mint “flash”. The 
sole example certified by PCGS to date, and a fleeting opportu- 
nity to acquire an example of this date, which we have not offered 
since 2012. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1848 So-JM AU58 NGC, Santiago 
mint, KM105, Fr-41. NOVIEMBRE (month of issue) on 
edge. Glassy and exhibiting a hint of reflectivity over 
butter-gold surfaces lightly tinged in amber. A scarce issue repre- 
senting the sole example certified by NGC.

Designed by Jiri Harcuba during the 
1968 invasion and occupation of the Republic by the Soviet Union, 
and purportedly minted in Switzerland. In direct response to the 
Prague Spring and the election of political reformer Alexander 
Dubcek, Warsaw Pact troops, at the direction of the Soviets, 
amassed and occupied the country. Harcuba’s inspiration for the 
design utilized on these silver and gold Medals is obvious, and 
his symbolism stark, detailing bayonets threatening a woman 
protecting a growing plant. A rare Medal in any metal, only the 
second we’ve handled in silver, displaying deep watery fields and 
frosty devices.

A very rare privy mark for this handsome 17th-century Krone, 
represented in auction records of the past several years by a single 
other example, which showed pronounced planchet flaws at the 
top and bottom of the flan. Far more attractive than what one 
would typically expect for the grade, light friction resides over the 
highest points of the design, though this keeps from blending the 
more intricate features together. 


Christian IV Speciedaler 1646-HK AU55 NGC, Copenhagen 
mint, KM142, Dav-3536, Schou-16, Hede-55D, Sieg-107.4. A very 
handsome cabinet piece, evincing only light circulation and a 
golden patina that nicely silhouettes the devices. Not often seen 
this fine, the offering represents both the first of this date we have 
handled, and the sole specimen yet certified by NGC. 


Chistian V gold Ducat ND (1685) AU58 NGC, Copenhagen mint, 
KM374.2, Schou-17, Hede-12A, Sieg-73.1. 3.41gm. Variety with 
baton pointed forward. A very enticing equestrian type, thought 
to have been minted in conjunction with the king’s journey to 
Norway.

EE 1890 (1898) PR63 NGC, Paris mint, KM-Unl., Gill-M6. An 
appealing and highly intriguing bronze Pattern for an 1890-dated 
Birr that would never see formal production.

(1515-1547)-R MS63 NGC, Rennes mint, Fr-364, Dup-790. 
3.40gm. 2nd Type. (cross with ermine): FRANCISCVS: 6: G: 
FRANCOR: REX: BRITANIE: DVX: (double annulet stops), 
sunburst above crown royal arms; crowned f to left, crowned 
ermine to right / (cross with ermine): OEVS: IN: AOIVTORIVM: 
MEVM: INTENGE: R: (double annulet stops), cross fleurdelisee, 
crowned f’s in Ist and 4th quarters, crowned ermines in 2nd and 
3rd. Attractively struck and preserved throughout, weakness kept 
to an absolute minimum. 


Cambrai. Jean de Montluc silver Siege Klippe 20 Patards 
1595 AU55 NGC, Van Loon-I-458, Mailliet-pg. 81, 6, Delm- 
Unl., Vanhoudt-Unl., Dup-Unl. 10.64gm. A truly exquisite siege 
issue, standing far above the level of execution most usually 
seen on the city’s obsidional coinage, most of which was crudely 
produced from an alloy of copper and tin. Besieged by Spanish 
forces under the Count of Fuentes beginning on August 11, 
1595, Cambrai had been in the hands of the Duke of Orleans 
since 1581. Hoping to receive the intervention of King Henri 
IV of France, the Dutch indeed received 17,000 from the Duke 
of Orleans, and the sovereign promise of Henri that he would 
save Cambrai or die on September 12. While the broke Henri 
attempted to raise funds for the campaign, Jean de Montluc, 
Lord Governor Balagny, attempted to introduce a system of 
copper issues to pay the local garrison. This, however, angered 
the people, who opened the gates to the Spanish in October. 


Both the historical context and general lack of published infor- 
mation on this emission suggest that it may have had a special 
purpose with Governor Balagny’s proposed system. Both the 
example plated by Vanhoudt and reproduced in Saunders and 
Vanhoudt’s recent translation of Van Loon (see Plate XLVI in 
volume 1) illustrate a typically crude copper example. Van Loon’s 
own line drawing shows a much sharper piece, more in-line with 
the present example. We know of one other piece in the auction 
record—ex. Huntington (no. 1001.1.18697)—which, though also 
certified AU5S, showed far less detail in the stamps. 


Lorraine. Charles III Teston ND (1545-1608) MS64 NGC, 
Nancy mint, Rob-9561, de Saulcy-Plate XXI, 4. 9.41gm. 
Essentially a gem-quality example for Lorraine’s notoriously 
low-quality and poorly preserved coinage, almost pondlike luster 
gliding across fresh surfaces on a fully round flan. Quite simply a 
coin which demands in-hand inspection to be fully appreciated. 
Reserve:

MS63 PCGS, Romans mint, Dup-2512. 3.41gm. 1st Emission. 
(lis) LYVDOVICVS: DALPhS: VIENEUSIS (double saltire stops), 
quarters field containing lis of France and dolphins of Dauphiné 
/ (lis) XPC: VNCIT * XPC REGnAT * XPC « InPERAT: (saltire 
and double saltire stops), cross fleuronee and feuillue with qua- 
trefoil at center, lis in first and fourth angles, dolphins in second 
and third. A scarce coin of Louis, Dauphin of Viennois, showing 
a somewhat uneven, but by no means unattractive strike. Despite 
mild blunders in the legends, these all appear carefully cut 
without doubling, adding to the overall aesthetic of the piece. 


Charles V (1364-1380) gold Franc a Pied ND (from 1365) 
MS63 NGC, Paris mint, Fr-284, Dup-360. 3.77gm. Emission 
from 20 April 1365. KAROLVS « DI * GR | FRAnCORV * REX 
(saltire stops), crowned, mantled figure of Charles standing facing 
beneath a Gothic dais, sword in right hand, scepter surmounted 
by Hand of Justice in left / +XPC * VIMCIT * XPC * REGHAT * 
XPC * IMPERAT (mullet stops), cross fleury with crowns and lis 
alternating in angles within quadrilobe; lis in spandrels. Better 
preserved than is often seen for the type, Charles’ standing figure 
rendered in exceptionally crisp style in spite of areas of uneven- 
ness in the margins. 
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Charles V (1364-1380) gold Franc a Pied ND (from 1365) 
MS61 NGC, Paris mint, Fr-284, Dup-360. 3.79gm. Emission 
from 20 April 1365. KAROLVS x DI x GR | FRAnCORV x REX, 
crowned, mantled figure of Charles standing facing beneath a 
Gothic dais, sword in right hand, scepter surmounted by Hand 
of Justice in left / +XPC * VIMCIT * XPC * REGHAT * XPC 
* ILIPERAT (poorly struck), cross fleury with crowns and lis 
alternating in angles within quadrilobe; lis in spandrels. Chiseled 
devices occupy the golden toned flan. 


Charles VII (1422-1461) gold Ecu d’Or a la couronne ND (from 
1423) MS63+ PCGS, Paris mint, Fr-306, Dup-453. 3.86gm. Ist 
Emission (from 21 January 1423). +KAROLVS: DEI: GRACIA: 
FRAnCORVm: REX (double saltire stops), crowned Royal arms / 
+XPC’ « VIMCIT * XPC’ * REGHAT + XPC’ + IMPERAT (mullet 
stops), cross fleurée within a quadrilobe with lis at points and 
crowns in spandrels. Superior quality for the type, with a some- 
what matte-like, muted quality to the luster, which only seems to 
sharpen the central features. 


Frangois I (1515-1547) gold Ecu d’Or ND (from 1519) MS64 
NGC, Lyon mint, Fr-338, Dup-775. 3.38gm. 3rd Emission (from 
21 July 1519). + FRANCISCVS: DEI: GRA * FRANCORVM 
* REX (rosette and trefoil) (annulet and double annulet stops), 
small sun above crowned royal shield within inner border / +XPS: 
VINCIT: XPS: REGNAT: XPS: IMPERAT (rosette and trefoil), 
cross fleury, F in second and third angles, lis in first and fourth. 
Typically a lower-grade issue that rarely enters into Mint State, 
let alone on the very cusp of gem, certification. Finely stippled 
throughout, the whole of the strike appears carefully produced on 
a just minorly undersized flan. 


Charles IX gold Ecu d’Or 1569-M MS61 NGC, Toulouse 
mint, Fr-378, Dup-1057. 3.36gm. An early piece of machine- 
made French gold, preserved at an unusually fine level for a thin 
type that was highly susceptible to bending. Currently the only 
example at NGC, and a clear target for the condition-minded col- 
lector. 


Louis XIII gold Ecu d’Or 1629-A MS61 NGC, Paris mint, 
KM41.1, Dup-1282, Gad-55 (R2). Sharply struck, presenting well- 
defined motifs and a light tangerine tone. 


Louis XIII gold Louis d’Or 1640-A AU55 PCGS, Paris mint, 
KM105, Gad-58 (R), Dup-1297. Short curl (meche courte) variety 
with IMP legend. The first year of this short-lived “Short Curl” 
type, which began issuance as part of an endeavor to supplant 
hammered coinage with modern milled issues. A sought-after 
type, showcasing chiseled devices and lustrous, semi-reflective 
fields. 


Louis XIII gold Louis d’Or 1641-A MS61 NGC, Paris mint, 
KM105, Fr-410. Long curl variety. Well-struck showing chiseled 
motifs and a soft tone over the subdued lustrous fields. 


Louis XIV Ecu 1713/0-(cow) MS62 NGC, Pau mint, cf. 
KM387 (overdate unlisted), Gad-230 (R4; same), L4L-366 
(R4; same), Sobin-Unl. One of the rarest dates from this mint 
according to Gadoury and L4L, further coupling enviable 
preservation with an apparently undocumented overdate in 
the standard literature. Apparently the only example to have 
come to auction in the last 20 years, this coin remains incredibly 
attractive despite pronounced obverse flan adjustments, the sur- 
faces wholly lustrous and draped in an airy pear! patination.

Louis XIV Ecu 1715-D MS62 NGC, Lyon mint, KM386.4, Dav- 
1324, Gad-229 (R). An incredibly eye-appealing French crown, 
keeping the flan adjustments that so often plague the type to an 
absolute minimum, confined to the margins, all while a thick 
satin sheen dresses virtually mark-free surfaces. Essentially 
choice in preservation, we would note that we have handled only 
a single example previously of this mint-date in 2008, which was 
interestingly minted from the same dies, though an earlier die 
state. 
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Louis XIV gold Louis d’Or 1649-A MS64 NGC, Paris mint, 
KM157.1, Gad-245. Louis d’Or a la meche longue. Simply 
astounding from a conditional point of view, to locate any Louis 
d’Or approaching Gem Mint State is typically a far-cry, let 
alone for such an early piece as this. The fields appear satin 
and textured with micro-fine flow lines, draped with a hon- 
ey-gold tone and expressing a complete absence of haymarks. 
Presently the finest example of this mint-date at NGC, with the 
next nicest we have offered, an MS63, bringing $3407 in 2013.

Louis XV Ecu 1726-A MS62 NGC, Paris mint, KM486.1, 
Dav-1330. A deeply toned and fully Mint State example, lightly 
adjusted to the obverse periphery, with elements of peach under- 
tone and sapphire iridescence enhancing the eye appeal. 


Louis XV gold Louis d’or 1721-K MS62 NGC, Bordeaux mint, 
KM-Unl, Gad-305 (R). Flan Neuf. A scarce issue, the example 
offered being only the second we were able to locate auctioned in 
the last 20 years, and the only certified by the two major grading 
companies. Displaying well-defined motifs and lustrous fields, 
this is definitely a choice piece for its scarcity and eye-appeal.

An incredible grade for this typically more prolific French gold 
type that becomes increasingly more challenging from non- 
Parisian mints in the 1730’s. Indeed, we have not previously 
offered this mint-date, and have only been able to locate two 
other examples in auction sales of the last 20 years. Adjusted by 
just two minor marks through the bust, the offering is otherwise 
wholly pristine, making it a truly spectacular find. 


Louis XV gold Louis d’Or 1734-A MS64 NGC, Paris mint, 
KM489.1, Fr-461, Gad-340 (R). Chiseled and deeply-engraved 
motifs upon a luminous flan, bathed in a marigold tone. The 
finest certified by NGC or PCGS.

Louis XV gold Louis d’Or 1752-A MS63 NGC, Paris mint, 
KMS513.1. A gorgeous selection with razor-sharp devices on a lus- 
trous flan and graced by a coppery-gold tone. Tied with another 
example for the finest grade recorded by NGC or PCGS.

Louis XV gold Louis d’Or 1755-A MS63 PCGS, Paris mint, 
KM513.1, Gad-341. First semester coinage without dot. A bril- 
liantly produced choice specimen, containing an exquisite eye 
appeal throughout in spite of what appears to be a failing obverse 
die. Nevertheless, the coin retains pondlike luster to the fields on 
the obverse and reverse alike, confining the usual haymarking 
to a small area of the reverse, while adjustment marks remain 
entirely absent. 


Louis XV gold 2 Louis d’Or 1763-(cow) MS62 NGC, Pau mint, 
KM522, Gad-346a. Seemingly a much scarcer mint-date than 
Gadoury suggests, with this being the first such example we have 
offered, and the only currently certified by NGC. Displaying only 
light evidence of flan adjustments and haymarking, the whole of 
the piece is sumptuously lustrous with few signs of stray contact. 


Louis XVI Ecu 1792-A MS64 NGC, Paris mint, KM615.1, 
Dav-1335. First Republic issue with Louis XVI as Constitutional 
Monarch. A near-gem piece, showcasing mostly bright white sur- 
faces with blushes of peach toning covering the icy devices and 
highly lustrous fields.

XVI to the obverse against proclamations of “liberty” and the 
“rule of law” to the reverse. Appealing in hand, this collectible 
example displays a hint of tone over lustrous surfaces. 


Louis XVI gold Louis d’Or 1786-W MS64 PCGS, Lille mint, 
KM591.15, Fr-475, Dup-1707. A handsome near-gem piece, dis- 
playing razor-sharp devices and semi-Prooflike fields, abundant 
in mint bloom and crowned by a lovely honeycomb patina. 


Louis XVI gold Louis d’Or 1789-D MS63 NGC, Lyon mint, 
KM591.5. Displaying full mint luster that shimmers from the 
fields and sharply rendered details save for a touch of softness on 
the central reverse motif. Boldly struck and highly lustrous. 


Louis XVI gold 2 Louis d’Or 1786-D MS64 PCGS, Lyon 
mint, KM592.5, Gad-363. Second semester coinage with dot 
below LUD. Unusually fine quality for the issue—PCGS’s census 
recorded just two MS65’s currently ranking higher. Very nearly 
the ideal type coin for the series, with a complete absence of 
adjustments or haymarks. 


Louis XVI gold 2 Louis d’Or 1786-T MS62 PCGS, Nantes 
mint, KM592.14, Gad-363. First semester coinage without dot. 
Very handsome condition for this typically more available Double 
Louis, a combination of watery luster and micro-fine surface 
flowlines positioning it very much on the cusp of choice. 


Louis XVI gold 2 Louis d’Or 1790-A MS63 NGC, Paris mint, 
KM592.1, Gad-363. An elusive issue, showcasing flashy surfaces 
with razor-sharp motifs and blooming fields, bashed in a captivat- 
ing marigold tone. The finest Mint State piece certified by NGC 
or PCGS.

Well-struck and only minimally handled, with hardly a trace of 
tone discernable over icy white surfaces that wheel with bright 
luster. 


Napoleon 1/2 Franc 1812-A MS66 NGC, Paris mint, KM691.1. 
A highly lustrous gem, crowned by a cabinet tone with peach hues. 


Napoleon Counterstamped 5 Francs ND (c. 1815) XF40 NGC, 
Callatay and Forestier, “Les contremarques au tigre sur les mon- 
naies napoléoniennes” (Revue Numismatique 2004), Type P3 and 
pg. 347 (2 recorded on this host). Host coin: Napoleon 5 Francs 
1811-W (cf. KM704.8); Counterstamp: Caged Lion (above ear) 
and rectangular punch (over eye) (AU Strong). An intriguing 
countermarked piece from the period around the Hundred Days. 
Though Dewamin expressed that the belief by numismatists that 
this countermark (often misattributed as an owl) was applied in 
Vendée was not supported by period documents, Callatay and 
Forestier published new research in the Revue Numismatique in 
2004 that the mark was meant as a desecration of Napoleon’s 
image—the tiger who had been caged. The two authors identified 
47 examples, suggesting large-scale production and a definite 
clout applied to this political message. 


Napoleon “Hundred Days” 5 Francs 1815-A MS61 PCGS, 
Paris mint, KM704.1, Gad-595, F-307/87. A highly historic emis- 
sion, produced between Napoleon’s return from exile and the 
second restoration of Bourbon King Louis XVIII. More often 
found cleaned or circulated, we have sold only 4 other Mint 
State-certified specimens previously, with this piece in particular 
showing a mild frostiness over Napoleon’s bust accented by a 
darkened surface tone. 


Napoleon gold “Hundred Days” 20 Francs 1815-A AU55 
PCGS, Paris mint, KM705.1, Gad-1025a, F-516A. Struck during 
the final period of Napoleon’s reign, beginning with his escape 
from Elba and subsequent march upon Paris, culminating in the 
famous Waterloo campaign that permanently broke his power in 
Europe and in France. Always a highly sought-after issue in all 
conditions, with few nice examples available to collectors.

Napoleon gold 40 Francs 1806-A MS62 PCGS, Paris mint, 
KM675.1, Gad-1082. Truly unusually fine quality for this series 
that, as a rule, comes handled and bagmarked, a fact verified by 
the presence of just three MS63’s within the certified population. 
Possessing hits of violet and pilot-light blue accent tones, die 
polish, rather than minor marks, dominates the fields. 


Napoleon gold 40 Francs 1812-A AU58 NGC, Paris mint, 
KM696.1. A frequently bagmarked type not often situated on 
the cusp of Mint State preservation, the piece seen here contains 
considerable surface luster alongside trace amounts of die polish, 
most clear on the reverse. 


Napoleon copper Medallic Specimen Essai 100 Francs SP64 
Brown PCGS, Maz-602b. By Vassalo. A popular Essai with an 
alluring 3/4 facing bust, showcasing deeply-engraved devices 
with reflective fields, beautifully toned with a chocolate brown 
patina. 


Napoleon silver Specimen “Restoration of the Cisalpine 
Republic” Medal L’An VIII (1800) SP64 PCGS, Bram- 
42, Julius-802. 53mm. By C. Lavy. Struck to commemorate 
Napoleon’s restoration of the Cisalpine Republic after initially 
being repelled but solidifying the French foothold after the Battle 
of Marengo. Employing evocative allegories across a wonderfully 
iridescent argent canvas and a sensitively rendered portrait of 
Napoleon in high relief. 


Napoleon silver Specimen “Battle of Marengo” Medal L’An 8 
(1800) SP63 PCGS, Bram-37, Julius-791. 40mm. By Dubois and 
Denon. Extremely impressive quality, rendering this medal in 
notably sculpturesque relief silhouetted by cobalt toning accents. 
We have not previously handled an example in silver. 


Napoleon silver “Treaty of Amiens” Medal 1802 MS62 
NGC, Bram-218, Julius-1092. 67mm. By Jeuffroy. A large and 
high-relief issue, displaying the busts of the 3 Consuls with nee- 
dle-point motifs and dressed in a peach-slate patina. 


Napoleon bronze “The Great Campaigns of 1806” Medal 
1806 MS64 Brown NGC, Bram-554, Julius-1629. 52mm. By B. 
Montagny. High-relief type, showing sculptured motifs and a 
cherry-wood patina. 


Napoleon silver “Birth of the King of Rome” Medal 1811- 
Dated MS63 NGC, Bram-1091, Julius-2432. 41mm. By Andrieu 
& Denon. Subtly iridescent in the fields beneath a deep, old world 
argent tone, creating a charming aged appearance. The only 
example of this medal we have offered. 


Napoleon silver Restrike “Invasion of France” Medal 1814- 
Dated MS63 NGC, Bram-1363. 41mm. By Brenet. Lamp privy 
mark on edge. Iridescent-toned along the devices from long-time 
cabinet storage, with a distinctively choice flash observed over 
the surfaces. We would note that the antique lamp privy mark 
(Lampe antique) was used at the Paris mint between March 1832 
and October 1841. 


Louis XVIII silver Medallic “Mint Visit” 5 Francs 1814 MS62 
PCGS, VG-2373, Maz-801a (R2). Plain edge. Struck upon the visit 
of the Count d’Artois to the Marseille mint on October 4, 1814. An 
enticing piece, emitting a charming mottled patina that blooms 
with goldfish-orange color when the coin is tilted in hand.

Louis XVIII 5 Francs 1816-A MS64 PCGS, Paris mint, 
KM711.1, Gad-614, F-309. Conditionally superior for Louis 
XVIII’s typically well-worn coinage, a fact verified by the pres- 
ence of just a single MS65 certifying finer across NGC and PCGS 
combined. Pairing obverse golden undertones with a salt-white 
appearance to the reverse, creating a singular visual allure that 
smacks of longtime cabinet storage.

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Louis XVIII 5 Francs 1817-A MS65 PCGS, Paris mint, 
KM711.1, Gad-614. An exceptionally preserved, fully original 
coin with an alluring melange of blue, green, russet, maroon and 
gold tone over obviously lustrous surfaces; enhanced even further 
by its unsurpassed grade at PCGS. Ideal for the type collector or 
just the lover of premium toned gems.

Louis XVIII silver “Henri IV Statue Recovered” Medal 
1818-Dated MS63 NGC, 50mm. By Gayrard. Struck upon the 
completion of the replacement Henri IV equestrian statue proudly 
positioned on the Pont Neuf, an attempt to signify the return of 
the monarchy and the optimism to France’s future in line with the 
public’s positive sentiment towards the Good King Henry. A won- 
derful choice example bathed in pleasing iridescence, elevating 
the allegorical imagery rendered upon the reverse. 


Charles X gold 20 Francs 1830-A MS65 PCGS, Paris mint, 
KM726.1, Gad-1029. 5 Feuilles variety. A glowing gem showcas- 
ing semi-reflective fields and razor-sharp motifs. Tied for the 
finest certified by either NGC or PCGS. 


Louis Philippe I white metal Essai 5 Francs 1831 MS65 NGC, 
Maz-1075. A mirrored pattern showing heavy die polish lines 
indicative of the special preparation that went into the piece’s pro- 
duction. Needle-sharp, and certainly an item of great interest for 
the advanced collector. 


Republic silver Essai 5 Francs 1848 MS62 NGC, cf. KM-Pn47 
(in bronze), VG-3059 var. (different edge), Maz-1265a (R1). Plain 
edge. By Alard. A genuinely scarce French Essai type, notably 
unlisted by the Standard Catalog in silver, and only document- 
ed by Guilloteau with relief edge lettering. Despite Mazard’s 
lower rarity rating for this edge type—R1 vs. R3 for the tranche 
en relief—we have not been able to locate any other examples 
in auction records of recent years. Certainly one of the more 
handsome designs from this period, and a clear target in this pres- 
ervation. 


Republic 5 Francs 1850-A MS65 NGC, Paris mint, KM761.1, 
Gad-719. Mint fresh in every respect and supremely icy through- 
out, with just a lone MS66 presently certifying finer at NGC. 
Even close magnification reveals only the most minimal signs of 
contact, clearly situating this piece among the minority of surviv- 
ing examples. 


Napoleon III 2 Francs 1870-A MS66 PCGS, Paris mint, 
KM807.1. A lustrous gem, showcasing a captivating cobalt-emer- 
ald cabinet tone. 


Napoleon III silver Specimen Essai 5 Francs 1852 SP64 
PCGS, Maz-1394. An intriguing issue struck in silver dedi- 
cated to Napoleon III’s first cousin and former fiancé Princess 
Mathilde. Displaying an advanced aesthetic caliber from a nacre- 
ous patination across surfaces largely devoid of significant visual 
detractor. Accompanied by MDC auction tag.

Napoleon III bronze Specimen Essai 5 Francs 1852 SP64 Red 
and Brown PCGS, Paris mint, Gad-720, Maz-1394a. Plain edge. 
A pleasing Essai dedicated to Princess Mathilde, blazing with a 
strikingly rosaceous red color to the obverse. 


Napoleon III silvered-tin Essai 5 Francs 1853 UNC Details 
(Reverse Rim Damage, Stained) NGC, Paris mint, KM-Unl., 
VG-Unl., Maz-1639c var. (R2; silvered-bronze), Gad-Unl. Plain 
edge. By Bouvet. An intriguing and seemingly unpublished Essai 
type by this engraver perhaps best known for his “Par la grace de 
Dieu” Patterns. Interestingly, Gadoury records a uniface Essai of 
that type (cf. Gad-731) in silvered tin, although he cites no such 
examples for this issue. It is curious to wonder if the bubbling 
seen over the obverse had something to do with the production 
process for this odd metallic combination, perhaps suggesting 
why production of similar Essais would have been abandoned. 
Certainly a piece worthy of closer study. 
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Napoleon III Pair of gilt-bronze Specimen Uniface Obverse & 
Reverse Trial Strike 5 Francs 1855-A SP64 PCGS, 

1) Obverse Trial 5 Francs, cf. KM-TS5, Maz-1626a (R2) 

2) Reverse Trial 5 Francs, cf. KM-TS6, Maz-1626a (R2) 


A highly enigmatic pair of “trials” which show all evidence 
of having been together since their striking. Whereas most 
Napoleon III gilt uniface trials of this period show a smooth 
reverse, either gilded or ungilded, sometimes inscribed with 
information about the striking, these clearly show the impres- 
sion of the design from the other face—appearing as Napoleon’s 
bust surrounded by a wreath. The planchets are further unusually 
thin, though the possibility of a split planchet seems excluded by 
the fact that the wreath edges are above Napoleon’s bust on the 
back of the obverse, and below his bust on the back of the reverse. 
Interestingly, we would note that the 2017 edition of Gadoury pic- 
tures two 10 Francs pieces exhibiting a similar effect on pg. 569. 
Certainly a set worthy of closer study, and not to be confused with 
the more standard trial strikes described in the literature. (Total: 2 
coins) 


Napoleon III gold 50 Francs 1855-A MS64 NGC, Paris mint, 
KM785.1, Fr-569. An eye-catching piece, displaying reflective 
fields and razor-sharp devices, worthy of a Prooflike designation.

Brilliant 
appearances abound this boldly embossed and painstakingly 
detailed example which finds itself certainly one of the most 
attractive choice specimens of the type.

in spandrels. A beautiful presentation of this high Medieval gold 
issue, perfectly pairing an ideal strike with superb technical 
preservation.

A large and alluring 
gold medal struck to 10 Ducats weight, commemorating the 
500th anniversary of the transfer of Ritzebtittel Castle to the city 
of Hamburg, elevated by matte-like appearances across muted 
devices large devoid of notable imperfection.

Free City 5 Mark 1904-A MS65 PCGS, Berlin mint, 
KM213. A glorious gem, showcasing lightly toned, velveteen lus- 
trous fields.

A 
flashy gem conditional survivor of this scarce type, made fully 
impactful in its presentation by virtue of borderline flawless 
preservation. Needle-sharp, with only the most trivial and nearly 
invisible wisps of isolated contact noted, none of apparent conse- 
quence to eye appeal.

An 
ideal presentation for this so-called Friedenswtinschdukat, pro- 
duced for the promise of peace after decades of bloodshed during 
the Thirty Years’ War. Firmly centered on the planchet, the strike 
throughout shows an utter superiority of execution, the planchet 
unbent and beaming with sun-gold color. 


PRUSSIA 


Prussia. Wilhelm I gold 10 Mark 1872-A MS68 NGC, Berlin 
mint, KM502. Very near the peak of achievable quality for this 
circulation type, and of far greater conditional scarcity than the 
same coin in MS67, which becomes available fairly regularly. We 
have handled only three others in this grade.

Reuss-Obergreiz. Heinrich XXII 2 Mark 1899-A MS65 NGC, 
Berlin mint, KM128, J-118.

51mm. An elusive issue, displaying chiseled devices and lightly 
handled surfaces, crowned by a deep cabinet tone. The first we’ve 
handled and the sole certified example by both NGC or PCGS. 


Schwarzburg-Sondershausen. Karl Giinther Proof “Death” 3 
Mark 1909-A PR66 Deep Cameo PCGS, Berlin mint, KM154, 
J-170. A delightfully mirrored gem fielding frosty devices and 
pure reflectivity across minimally handled surfaces. 


WURZBURG 


Wiirzburg. Christoph Franz gold Ducat ND (1724) MS64 
NGC, KM274, Fr-3694. This glowing selection expresses scintil- 
lating golden luster at every turn, enhancing the ornate design 
of St. John holding a staff on the obverse, the reverse displaying 
the arms of Wurzburg, bordered by pleasingly broad rims.

Bordering virtually as 
close to technical perfection as is conceivable for a coin of its age 
and type, this absolute jewel exhibits vivid reflectivity and frosty 
devices essentially free of handling. 


Weimar Republic Proof “Rhineland” 5 Mark 1925-A PR67 
Deep Cameo PCGS, Berlin mint, KM47, J-322. 1000 years of the 
Rhineland commemorative. A nearly pristine gem example that 
exudes watery reflectivity, contrasting with frosty and sharply 
chiseled devices. 
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Weimar Republic Proof “Oak Tree” 5 Mark 1927-A PR66 
Cameo NGC, Berlin mint, KM56, J-331. A prime gem of this 
popular issue, displaying reflective glassy fields contrasting with 
the razor-sharp white devices, graced by a subtle oak patina that 
frames perfectly the type. 


Weimar Republic Proof “Oak Tree” 5 Mark 1927-J PR65 
Cameo PCGS, Hamburg mint, KMS56, J-331. A fetching gem 
specimen tinged in a hint of silver patina and exhibiting needle- 
sharp clarity that extends to even the highpoints of the designs 
- the result of an exacting, Proof-quality strike. 


Weimar Republic “Gotthold Lessing” 5 Mark 1929-A MS68 
NGC, Berlin mint, KM61, J-336. Essentially flawless in all 
regards, this satiny offering delivers an impeccably crisp strike 
and simple, yet attractive design motifs. Struck to commemorate 
the 200th anniversary of the birth of Gotthold Lessing, this con- 
ditional rarity is presently among only a small number of select 
coins in this premium designation, with none graded finer. 


Weimar Republic Proof “Oak Tree” 5 Mark 1929-A PR67 
Cameo NGC, Berlin mint, KM56, J-331. Profoundly mesmer- 
izing, with glittering devices contrasting gracefully against 
mirrored surfaces expressing a pleasing light silver tone. A few 
subtle slate gray highlights are noted on both the obverse and 
reverse. Virtually never encountered this fine, which is revealed 
by this piece being the highest-graded example seen by NGC. 


Weimar Republic “Zeppelin” Proof 5 Mark 1930-F PR67 
Deep Cameo PCGS, Stuttgart mint, KM68, J-343. A near-para- 
gon, jewel representative of the popular Zeppelin type, here seen 
with hard mirror fields that produce a perfect cameo contrast 
against frost-white devices. A hint of antique amber tone grips 
the periphery, providing a welcome framing effect to this com- 
mendable gem. 


Weimar Republic Proof “Zeppelin” 5 Mark 1930-A PR66 
Cameo PCGS, Berlin mint, KM68, J-343. Satiny across the 
central motifs, where hardly an instance of even slight handling 
is noted. This gem example is dressed in pale champagne hues, 
adding an element of color contrast to otherwise entirely frosty 
white surfaces. 


Weimar Republic Proof “Goethe” 5 Mark 1932-J PR64 NGC, 
Hamburg mint, KM77. A Proof selection struck to commemorate 
the 100-year anniversary of Johann Goethe’s death. The offering 
exhibits intensely watery and flashy fields, lightly toned, and 
boasts an impressive frosted glass appearance. Not surprisingly, 
the finest graded example at NGC, tied with only one example for 
finest certified at PCGS. 


Weimar Republic gold Proof Medallic “Paul von Hindenburg” 
20 Mark 1928-Dated PR63 Ultra Cameo NGC, Gebhart-66. 
36mm. 22.84gm. By Goetz and Bernhart. Eye-catching frosty 
and high-relief motifs upon watery fields. 


Weimar Republic gold Proof “Zeppelin World Tour” Medal 
1929 PR68 Ultra Cameo NGC, Kaiser-511.2. 36mm. A very 
popular commemorative celebrating the Graf Zeppelin’s navi- 
gation of the globe and featuring the portraits of Zeppelin (the 
creator), Eckener (the leader), and Durr (the builder). One of very 
few that we have encountered on the market, and currently the 
finest certified by NGC. 


Third Reich silvered bronze Specimen “Garmisch- 
Partenkirchen Winter Olympics” Medal 1936 SP63 PCGS, 
Gadoury/Vescovi-2. 60mm. Plain edge. A seldom-seen par- 
ticipation medal from the 1936 Garmisch-Partenkirchen Winter 
Olympics with a reported mintage of just 120 pieces total.

British Colony. Elizabeth II gold Proof “Una and the Lion” 
2 Pounds 1989 PR69 Ultra Cameo NGC, KM29. A border- 
line flawless 150-year commemorative that celebrates William 
Wyon’s eternally popular “Una and the Lion” design, originally 
conceived for Victoria’s coronation-issue 1839 Proof 5 Pounds. 
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British Outpost. George HII Proof Ackey 1818 PR63 NGC, 
Heaton mint, KM9, Dav-36, FT-3A. Laureate head of King 
George III right. Rev. Arms of the Company of Merchants 
Trading to Africa with native supporters. A popular issue, the 
example offered showcasing highly reflective recesses and deep- 
ly-engraved devices, gracefully toned with autumnal hues. 


GREAT BRITAIN 


Kings of Northumbria & Archbishops of York. Eadberht with 
Archbishop Ecgberht Sceat ND (737-758) MS64 NGC, York 
mint, S-852, N-192 (ER). 0.97gm. ECGBERhT A, mitred figure 
holding two crosses / EOTBEREhTVI*, cross. A highly rare 
type, especially in so pristine a state of preservation, with frosty 
lustrous surfaces showing hardly a trace of toning. Though subtly 
off-center, the legends retain full legibility. Truly a fantastic sur- 
vivor, and one likely lost just after being freshly struck. 


Kings of Mercia. Burgred (852-874) Penny ND (late 860s-874) 
AUS58 NGC, Hereferth as moneyer, Lunette type, S-942D, N-423, 
SCBI LXVII-611 (different dies), EMC-1004.0073 (different dies). 
1.18gm. BURGRED REX m (bar of contraction over X, Mercian 
M), diademed bust of Burgred right /D MoN | hEREFER |ETA, 
moneyer’s name in three lines in and between two unbroken 
lunettes. At the cusp of Mint State, this scarcer Mercian offer- 
ing presents expertly struck and centered devices, graced by a 
uniform, slate patina. 


Anglo-Viking - Danish East Anglia. Anonymous St. Edmund 
Memorial Penny ND (c. 895-910) MS63 NGC, Uncertain mint 
in East Anglia, Credin(?) as moneyer, S-960, N-483, Blackburn 
and Pagan, “The St. Edmund Coinage in the Light of a Pacel from 
a Hoard of St. Edmund Pennies” (British Numismatic Journal Vol. 
72 no. 3, 2002), pg. 12, no. 20 (this coin). 1.46gm. +SCE SA’, A 
with crossbar / +CRED+IV, small cross. An intriguing Viking-era 
Penny, preserved in an unusually high grade for the series, attest- 
ing well to its existence as a hoard coin. Likely the moneyer which 
North records as “Credin Curnetie,” Blackburn and Pagan have 
suggested that this name may represent the Frankish name Cristin, 
found on coins of Aethelstan’s H (NE 1) type. Interestingly, the 
name shows very uneven spacing, with possible additional letters 
erased from the die. We have not been able to locate any other 
examples from this moneyer in recent auction records, the Early 
Medieval Corpus, or the Portable Antiquities Scheme. For the 
sake of comparison, we would note that the last example of the 
type in this grade we offered brought $2520 in January.

A Survey” (British 
Numismatic Journal Vol. 42 no. 6, 1974), Unl. (see Plate V, 121 for 
same moneyer). 1.54gm. +EADELSTAN REX (S on side), small 
cross pattée / EDER | EHDO in two lines, group of three pellets 
(trefoil) above and below, three crosses in between. A highly 
intriguing and beautifully preserved Penny, carrying the name of 
a moneyer seemingly undocumented for the type. We know from 
Blunt that Aethered operated at London, and is indeed known 
to have minted the two-line type of Aethelstan’s predecessor, 
Edward the Elder (see Spink Auction 353, lot 97 and PAS-NARC- 
D203C1). While executed in very good style, it is interesting to 
note some illiteracy in the arrangement of the legends—the M 
and D swapped on the reverse, ash lacking the left foot on the 
first E in the moneyer’s name, the the total absence of cross bars 
from the letter eth. Aethelstan’s name also commences much as 
Edward’s, written EAD rather than AZP or AD. Whether this is 
due to continuity of the moneyer from one reign to the next, or 
imitation, is difficult to ascertain, and certainly renders this coin 
worthy of closer study.

1030) MS65 NGC, London mint, Aelfget as moneyer, Pointed 
Helmet type, S-1158, N-787, EMC-1066.2825 (same dies). 1.00gm. 
+CNVT | R*EX AsNG, bust of Cnut left wearing pointed helmet, 
scepter held before / +AEL*FGET ON L[...]JNDE, voided short cross 
with limbs united at base by two circles, pellet at center, broken 
annulet enclosing pellet in each angle. Already an immediately 
noteworthy grade for Cnut’s coinage, and only the third example 
of this Pointed Helmet type in MS65 of any mint and moneyer 
we have offered. This particular moneyer further appears quite 
scarce, and known only for this issue, with just 4 examples in 
recent auction records and 15 in the Early Medieval Corpus. Sold 
with old tray tags. 


Kings of All England. Harold I (1035-1040) Penny ND (Spring 
1036-1038) MS61 NGC, London mint, Leofric as moneyer, 
Jewel Cross type, S-1163, N-802 (R). 0.86gm. +HARO | LD 
REX, diademed bust of Harold left / +LEOFRIC ON LVNDE, 
cross composed of four ovals united at their bases by two circles 
enclosing a pellet. One of a mere 7 Harold pennies of any mint or 
moneyer presently certified by NGC, and by far the nicest and 
best-struck that we have ever offered. Showing just a minor flan 
imperfection below the L of LVNDE, we would note that there is 
no obverse die match for this coin in the Early Medieval Corpus. 


Kings of All England. Edward the Confessor (1042-1066) 
Penny ND (1042-1044) MS64 NGC, Winchester mint, 
Frithemund as moneyer, Pacx type, S-1171, N-813, EMC- 
1054.0303 (same dies). 1.07gm. +EDPERD | ‘REX ANG (group of 
three pellets), diademed bust of Edward left, scepter held before / 
+FRI| DEM | VND O| PINC (NC ligate), voided long cross with 
circle in center and each limb ending in a crescent, letter of PACX 
in angles. The earliest Penny type from Edward’s reign, with this 
being only the second such example we have ever offered—and 
a striking example at that! Embellished with seafoam toning 
accents on the obverse, the strike on the whole appears carefully 
centered on the flan. Notably, we have been unable to locate any 
other examples of this moneyer for Edward’s coinage in recent 
auction records, while the Early Medieval Corpus records only 
4 examples of this mint-moneyer combination, 3 of which are 
minted from the same dies as this piece.

limbs; two circles at the center. Thoroughly gorgeous and highly 
distinctive in its die style, with just a hint of ghosting in the 
upper obverse field. Almost certainly a cabinet piece, we would 
note that neither the Early Medieval Corpus, nor the Portable 
Antiquities Scheme records another example of this mint-money- 
er for the type from the same dies.

William I, the Conqueror (1066-1087) Penny ND (1068- 
1070) MS62 NGC, Wallingford mint, Brihtmaer as moneyer, 
Bonnet type, S-1251, N-842, EMC-1012.0038 (same dies), BMC 
(Normans)-155 (different dies), SCBI XII-38 (same dies). 1.30gm. 
+PpILLEMV REX, crowned and diademed bust of William facing 
with two fillets at each side of head / +BRIHT[..JIER ON PIILL, 
voided cross with annulet in center, pellet between two crescents at 
end of each limb, piles in angles. An especially attractive example 
of this more elusive mint, represented in combination with this 
moneyer by only 12 total coins in the Early Medieval Corpus of 
Coin Finds, just 3 of which are of the Bonnet type (2 of which share 
the same obverse die). Well-centered and lustrous on the flan, we 
would note the presence of some light creasing through the bust.

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William I, the Conqueror (1066-1087) Penny ND (1066-1087) 
MS62 NGC, Wilton mint, Safare as moneyer, Paxs type, S-1257, 
cf. N-850, Allen, “The Mints and Moneyers of England and 
Wales, 1066-1058” (British Numismatic Journal Vol. 82 2012), pg. 
83, BMC (Normans)-1058-1059 (same dies). 1.40gm. +pILLELM 
PE (the M appears to be ligate to another P), crowned and dia- 
demed bust of William facing, scepter in right hand held to left 
shoulder / +SEFNROI ON PITI, cross pattee with annulet con- 
taining one letter of PAXES in each angle. By all indications 
an extremely rare moneyer from this already more challenging 
mint of William I. More commonly known from either William’s 
earlier coinage (the Early Medieval Corpus and Allen reveal 
types 2, 3, and 4), Safare’s coins are surprisingly minimally rep- 
resented in the surviving corpus, despite his tenure as moneyer 
apparently stretching into the reign of William II. Both the Early 
Medieval Corpus and Portable Antiquities Scheme record the 
most recent discovery of one of his pennies being made in 2015

NGC, Tower mint, Cross Potent mm, Treaty Period, S-1506, 
N-1238. 3.82gm. (saltire) ED | WARD: DEI: G: REX: AnGL’: D’: 
hyB’: Z (retrograde): AQ (double saltire stops), Edward crowned, 
standing facing in ship, sword in right hand, shield in left / + 
DOmIn€: n€: In: FVRORE: TVO: ARGVAS: m€ (double saltire 
stops), large floriate cross with € at center, crowned lions in 
angles, all within polylobe with trefoils in spandrels. A gener- 
ally lesser-encountered denomination than Edward’s larger full 
Nobles, with this being just the third example of this Treaty 
Period type we have offered. Though lightly rubbed atop the high- 
points, the design retains good detail, with no traces of bending to 
the flan.

NGC, Tower mint, Pierced Cross mm, Type G, S-1747, N-1375 
(ER), cf. Schneider-269-270 (same obverse die). 6.64gm. h | 
€nRIC’ (mullet) DI?’ * GRA’ * REX * AnGL’ « Z (retrograde) « 
FRAnC’ « DnS hyB’ (annulet stops), crowned, armored figure 
of Henry standing facing in ship, sword in right hand, shield 
in left / (pierced cross) Ih’C (mullet) AVTEm * TRAnSIEnS » 
PER * mEDIV’ « ILLORV’ « IBAT (annulet stops), large flori- 
ate cross with h at center, crowned lions in angles, all within 
polylobe with trefoils in spandrels. A more attainable example 
of this rarest and final Noble of Henry V, proving unmistak- 
ably challenging to locate in any condition. In addition to its 
pronounced apostrophes, this piece shows a distinctive die break 
over the apostrophe and mullet following the king’s name, creat- 
ing a hybrid symbol diagnosable on the obverse dies recycled 
during the Annulet issue of Henry VI.

1461) MS64 NGC, London mint, Cross Fleury mm, Cross-Pellet 
issue, S-1936, N-1518. 3.86gm. Unusually fine quality for any 
Henry VI Groat, with this piece presently being the only example 
of the subtype certified by NGC. A bit flatly struck in the legends, 
Henry’s portrait appears notably expressive, iridescence residing 
in the recesses and creating a singular visual appeal. 


Edward IV (2nd Reign, 1471-1483) gold Angel ND (1480-1483) 
UNC Details (Scratches) NGC, Tower mint, Heraldic Cinquefoil 
mm, S-2091, N-1626. 5.14gm. A visually sharp and engaging 
specimen of this hammered issue, centrally struck and displaying 
balanced detail across the central motifs and peripheral legends 
alike. Antique golden tone graces the surfaces to yield a sense of 
refined age, while subtle hints of deeper tone grip the devices to 
accentuating effect, highlighting their boldness and uncirculated 
quality. We note that while the assigned grade designation accu- 
rately addresses light scuffs and scratches across both faces, none 
of these appear particularly prominent in hand, blending quite 
well with the surrounding features to result in an appealing and 
highly collectible representative of this popular type. 


Henry VIII (1509-1547) gold Crown of the Double Rose 
ND (1526-1544) AUS50 PCGS, Tower mint, Rose mm, Second 
coinage, S-2273, N-1788. A radiant example of the unique 
denomination, limited only to Henry VIII’s reign and bearing 
the initials H and K, denoting Henry and his first wife Katherine. 
Blanketed in a luxurious honeyed patina and only minimal evi- 
dence of handling and striking weakness precluding this coin 
from finer designations, the offering at hand remains elusive to 
even the most discriminating collectors.

A standout example of a type 
that usually comes circulated and often with Details modifiers. 
Draped in lilac tone across clean surfaces expressing underly- 
ing luster, with a startling and beautiful rainbow iridescence 
decorating the legends and outlines of the devices. The sole finest 
representative certified by NGC to date. 


Elizabeth I (1558-1603) 6 Pence 1562 AU53 NGC, S-2595, 
N-2026. A delightful survivor from earlier attempts at mod- 
ernizing British coinage with milling technology, introduced 
by Elizabeth and Mestrelle, that would serve as a fleeting idea. 
Regardless, this example displays expert craftsmanship and an 
entrancing patina punctuated by light notes of iridescence, limited 
by only minimal signs of circulation. Sold with CNG tag.

James I gold Crown ND (1612-1613) MS61 NGC, Tower mint, 
Tower mm, Second coinage, S-2625. 2.44gm. Struck upon a 
lustrous sun-gold planchet with tranquil fields displaying only 
superficial friction surrounding James’ well-rendered portrait. 
Quite crisp to the reverse, including both the legends and central 
details of the shield. 


James I gold 1/2 Laurel ND (1613) AUS5 NGC, Tower mint, 
Trefoil mm, KM70, S-2641a. 4.44gm. A glistening offering that 
approaches Mint State preservation, gracefully dressed in amber 
patina and revealing only subtle rub and points of striking weak- 
ness, typical of the hammered coinage of its age. 
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James I gold 1/2 Laurel ND (1623-1624) AU Details (Cleaned) 
NGC, Tower mint, Lis mm, Third coinage, KM70, S-264la. 
4.41gm. Brilliance abounds this gently handled and increasingly 
popular emission, displaying practically as-struck detail amidst 
subtle wisps denoting the details qualifier. Regardless, this speci- 
men fields rather attractive appearances when compared to others 
we’ve recently handled and worthy of further consideration. 


Charles I silver Pattern Groat (4 Pence) ND (1634-1635) 
AU55 NGC, Tower mint (under Charles I), Bell mm, N-2701, 
Brooker-1266. 1.81gm. A highly intriguing Pattern in the style of 
contemporary 6 Pences, yet distinctly different from circulating 
issues, while no Groats of Charles I would be officially issued 
until the creation of provincial pieces at the outset of the English 
Civil War. Awash in a deep pewter patina and a superior tier 
of preservation when comparing to other examples brought to 
market. 


Charles I Crown ND (1625) XF45 NGC, Tower mint (under 
Charles I), Lis mm, KM125, S-2753, N-2190, Brooker-233. 
29.85gm. A comparatively remarkable example of this first 
Crown of Charles I, typically only available in VF or lower 
grades. Despite the unusual annealing flaws towards the center 
of the planchet, resulting in a softer horseman, the details of the 
horse itself are remarkably portrayed, from the hairs of its mane 
to the embroidery of the saddle. A light russet patina grips the 
margins, adding a distinctive character and charm. 


Commonwealth Shilling 1651 MS63 NGC, Tower mint, Sun 
mm, KM390.1, S-3217, ESC-97 (R3; prev. ESC-984C), N-2724. 
5.72gm. One “M” in “COMONWEALTH” variety. A wholly 
impressive Choice Mint State survivor from this covetable series, 
especially so in this rare variety, veiled in a sheen of pastel hues 
across glossy argent surfaces. Despite the presence of scattered 
striking weakness as is typical for these hammered issues during 
such a tumultuous era in British numismatics, the piece at hand 
remains as wonderful and pristine as the day it was struck. 


Commonwealth Shilling 1654 MS62 PCGS, Tower mint, Sun 
mm, KM390.1, S-3217, ESC-137, N-2724. Not an overtly rare 
date in its own right, and yet one that is essentially unavail- 
able in Mint State, with this being both the sole finest and only 
Mint State-graded 1654 Commonwealth Shilling across the 
two services. As such finer than any of the 3 specimens present 
in our recent sale of the Long Island Collection (with the ex. 
Manville example of this date being a mere AUSS), the coin 
further shows intriguing evidence of what is perhaps a triple 
strike (perhaps also punctuated by a deterioration of the dies), 
bound to serve as a future pedigree marker.

Guinea issues of Charles I. The current offering and first year

William III 1/2 Crown 1698 MS65 NGC, KM492.2, S-3494, 
ESC-554. A selection which clearly defies the norm for William’s 
coinage, not only be its preservation, but on account of its sheer 
technical execution as a whole. Nowhere to be found is the usual 
shallowness of the king’s portrait, replaced instead by crisp 
detail and sharply raised rims which serve as borders for original 
watery luster. Flow lines dominate fields tinged with champagne 
luster, accentuating the eye appeal still further.

SEPTIMO edge with cinquefoils stops. Admirably struck and 
visually sharp for the assigned grade, with crisp features embel- 
lished by mint luster and the surfaces on the whole decorated in 
an elegant, light patina. Gently handled throughout its 300+ year 
history and easily bordering on choice. 


Anne silver “Coronation” Medal 1702 MS61 NGC, MI-228/4, 
Eimer-390. 35mm. By J. Croker. A lustrous coronation medal 
draped in silver and steel patina, lightly hairlined throughout. 


Anne Proof Pattern Farthing 1714 PR66 Red and Brown 
PCGS, KM537, Peck-741. Small flan type. An appealing toned 
gem struck to impressive depth. As a point of note to historically- 
minded collectors, Queen Anne herself may have never seen any 
of her farthings, the dies for which were prepared late in the reign. 
Accordingly, most examples were struck posthumously. In the 
late 18th century, this coin was considered by numismatists to be 
so rare that most contemporary collectors could never afford one, 
nor ever saw an example.

Positively gorgeous and utterly superior, both for the type in 
general and the assigned grade. Heavily targeted as a “prov- 
enance metal” issue, the offering contains trace die polish along 
the reliefs, catching pearly white luster to render a fully glassy 
appearance. 


Anne 1/2 Crown 1708 MS62 PCGS, KM525.1, S-3604, ESC- 
1370. No plumes in reverse angles. Decorated in a pervasive and 
altogether pleasing silver patina, framed by charcoal accents 
residing in the legends.

George I gold 1/4 Guinea 1718 MS65 NGC, KM555, S-3638, 
EGC-550. Only a one-year type, and one of just two dates that 
ever saw this denomination minted (the other, 1762), this remark- 
able gold minor has survived the centuries relatively unscathed. 
Free from haymarking, and fully satin, to date only a single 
example grades a point finer at NGC, while we have not handled a

44), reports that the five gold medals were supposedly 
awarded to give key members of the city council most responsible 
for issuing the declaration of independence.

Among the finest for 
this date, bested by an unfathomable MS66* we offered as part of 
the Cape Coral Collection. The example at hand, while two points 
lower, can be considered a rival in aesthetic quality, the peripheral 
ring dripping in argent mint flash while the piece on its whole 
displays impressively bold devices, every feature rising in clean 
contrast against its surrounding elements. Certainly a great rarity 
when located this fine and problem-free.

Shah Jahan gold Mohur AH 1038 Year 2 
Month of Azar (1628/1629) MS65 NGC, Surat mint, KM255.6, 
Whitehead-Unl., Hull-Unl., Liddle Type G-71. A virtually flaw- 
less specimen in all respects, which could very nearly be seen in a 
finer technical grade. A type almost universally struck on under- 
sized flans, this piece is only the mildest touch off-center, without 
losing even the smallest flourish of the calligraphy. Almost cer- 
tainly from the Akola Hoard of 1974, believed to represent the 
military pay sent from Surat to Mughal troops fighting near 
Golkonda. 


Mughal Empire. Shah Jahan gold Mohur AH 1045 Year 8 
(1635/1636) MS64 NGC, Multan mint, KM260.13 (this date not 
listed), cf. Hull-1571 (not illustrated), Liddle Type G-3 (same). A 
seemingly undocumented date for this mint-type in gold, though 
relatively well-known on Shah Jahan’s silver coinage. Quite 
clearly a piece produced and preserved with some care, we would 
note that close examination reveals die rust in several areas of the 
design, suggesting use of an older set of dies. 


Mughal Empire. Shah Jahan gold Mohur AH 1057 Year 
21 (1647/1648) MS63 NGC, Akbarabad mint, KM258.1, cf. 
Wright-841 (different regnal year), Whitehead-Unl., cf. Hull-1557 
(different date), Liddle Type G-41. 10.87gm. A stunningly beauti- 
ful example of the type that exceeds many more highly graded 
specimens in terms of its absolute visual appeal. Clean and lus- 
trous throughout with an essentially perfectly centered strike, 
perhaps the only imperfection one can discover is a tiny contact 
mark around 9 o’clock on the obverse. Quite simply, a coin which 
begs for in-hand inspection, and an offering worthy of the con- 
noisseur.

Papal States. Benedict XIV gold “Pantheon Restoration” 
Medal 1757-Dated UNC Details (Reverse Rim Filed) NGC, 
Bartolotti-757. 39mm. O. Hamerani. An impressive gold medal 
measuring nearly 40mm in diameter, struck in the name 
of Benedict XIV and commemorating the restoration of the 
Pantheon. A subtle beveling of the reverse edge signifies the 
noted rim filing, though fortunately remains unobtrusive in hand. 
The devices retain full uncirculated detail, in high relief to the 
obverse, while lustrous qualities throughout are punctuated by a 
subtle degree of satiny tone in the periphery and some hairlines in 
the obverse fields.

PCGS, Rome mint, KM1032, B-2952, Munt-2. The first year of 
issue for this fleeting emission, represented in recent auction 
records by a mere 2 other examples. Outranked by only a single 
MS63 at NGC, this specimen appears quite near to choice, full 
luster beaming across surfaces devoid of noticeable tone.

A conditional outlier for this generally crude type, 
one that is usually encountered having seen extensive use in cir- 
culation. The current offering is clear opposite to the majority of 
certified specimens, and is essentially as struck, boasting promi- 
nent detail within the legends which many times find themselves 
obliterated by adjustment marks. Only a single representative 
of the type submitted to NGC or PCGS ranks finer, an MS62, 
making this an incredibly scarce opportunity to own an example 
of this type so fine. 
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Sombrerete. Ferdinand VII “Royalist” 8 Reales 1812 VF30 
NGC, KM177. A second example of this popular, trademark 
“Royalist” issue, exhibiting the majority of detail fully discern- 
ible, including much of “VARGAS” despite prominent adjustment 
marks and planchet imperfections that typically plague this 
series. Imbued with a light, nacreous tone enhancing an already 
advanced representative that will surely interest collectors of this 
series. 


Zacatecas. Ferdinand VII 8 Reales 1820 ZS-RG MS65 NGC, 
Zacatecas mint, KM111.5, Cal-1464.

Mexico mint, KM377.5, DP-EoMo02. Deeply patinated and 
surprisingly “clean” in appearance for a moderately circulated 
example of this scarce type. Every detail remains sharply out- 
lined, including delightfully bold lettering in the legends, making 
for a worthy representative that should prove alluring to series 
collectors. 


Republic 8 Reales 1860 Ga-JG AU55 NGC, Guadalajara mint, 
KM377.6, DP-Ga42. No dot variety. Struck during the Reform 
War of 1858-1861, a conservatively graded survivor, showcasing 


mostly well defined motifs and abundant mint bloom across the 
fields. 


Republic 8 Reales 1863 CE/PI-ML Fine Details (Chopmarked) 
NGC, Real de Catorce mint, KM377.1, DP-Ce01. The incredibly 
elusive over mintmark/over assayer variety of this one-year type, 
rated as “very rare” in DP and immensely desirable in any grade. 
Showing moderately circulated motifs and toned fields. 


Republic gold 4 Escudos 1857/6 Mo-GF MS63 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM381.6, Long-pg. 277. Seldom-seen in any condi- 
tion, let alone Choice Mint State, where examples arise only once 
every few years and generally to much fanfare from specialist 
collectors. Wholly aurous luster pervades this fully covetable 
issue, ranking at the very peak of NGC’s census with two others. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1838 Go-PJ AU58 NGC, Guanajuato 
mint, KM383.7, Onza-1940. A considerably scarcer mint-date 
to find as a non-overdate, with this being only the second such 
example we have offered. To date, only a single specimen has 
been awarded with Mint State status at NGC, with this piece 
showing clear underlying luster in spite of the typically flat strike. 
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Republic gold 8 Escudos 1839 Do-RM MS63 NGC, Durango 
mint, KM383.3, Long-pg 366. A type found with relative fre- 
quency but drops significantly in Mint State designations. While 
the initial appearances bode that of a well-worn piece, this could 
not be further from the truth upon further inspection, struck from 
heavily worked dies laden with die polish coupled with prominent 
striking weakness, and endures in a wholly enviable state of pres- 
ervation.

City mint, KM377.10, Fr-64. Evenly handled devices, occupied by 
antique-gold toning. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1857 Go-PF AU58 PCGS, Guanajuato 
mint, KM383.7. Notably attractive both for the type and the grade, 
with full detail preserved over the hand and book, and an essen- 
tially pondlike luster gliding evenly over the surfaces. Bound 
mainly in its grade by surface chatter just a hint of highpoint wear, 
and otherwise one of the nicer AU58’s the cataloger has seen. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1860 Mo-TH AU58 NGC, Mexico City 
mint, KM383.9. Brassy gold in color, with an appreciable yet typi- 
cally uneven strike producing only traces of weakness in isolated 
areas of the designs. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1861/0 Go-PF AU58 NGC, Guanajuato 
mint, KM383.7, Long-pg. 459. Exceedingly attractive for the type 
and despite prominent wisps and light friction precluding this 
piece from Mint State designations, retains crisp devices atypical 
of the issue and a gentle residual luster to the protected regions. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1862 Go-YE MS61 PCGS, Guanajuato 
mint, KM383.7, Onza-1974. Semi-Prooflike, and comparatively 
very high-grade for the type, with especially strong die polish 
lines visible around the hand and book. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1862 Ca-JC AU58 NGC, Chihuahua 
mint, KM383.1, Long-pg. 318. Boasting a more refined aesthetic 
than that of previous dates and mints evidenced by fully legible 
book details and an uninhibited eagle and foliage of the reverse, 
having mellowed substantially to a harvest-gold patina and certi- 
fied just borderline of Mint State designations, of which only a 
single example resides at MS63. 


Maximilian gold 20 Pesos 1866-Mo UNC Details (Cleaned) 
NGC, Mexico City mint, KM389, Fr-62. From a total mintage of 
only 8,274. A fleeting issue from the short-lived imperial reign 
of Maximilian I, struck only a year before his execution in 1867. 
Bearing a series hairlines in the obverse fields surrounding the 
bust and muted appearances indicative of a prior cleaning; none- 
theless, quite attractive, with near-Prooflike reflectivity due to an 
early strike from recently polished dies.

Choice Mint State appearances 
abound, lightly muted by general planchet imperfections and 
likely the cause for generally granular surfaces and an interrupted 
mint brilliance. Despite this, the offering endures with a superior 
preservation embellished by prominent golden resplendence.

City mint, KM383.9, Fr-64. Expressing an outstanding Prooflike 
appeal to the flashy peripheries, sculpted with sharp and semi- 
frosty motifs. 
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Republic gold 8 Escudos 1869 Mo-CH MS61 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM383.9, Long-pg. 523. One of the more voluminous 
Mexico City issues and the last date of the type from this mint, 
easily acquirable in Mint State designations and generally well- 
struck when considering the series on the whole. Antique-gold 
surfaces remain, gently reflective and semi-Prooflike, certainly 
worthy of further consideration.

A short-mintage 
Specimen issue, showcasing lightly toned reflective fields and 
standing as the sole finest certified across NGC and PCGS regis- 
tries.

Showcasing a 
brassy patina over the well-defined motifs and interesting period 
engraving on the reverse.

VF Details (Engraved Reverse) NGC, KM27.1, Delm-736 (R1). 
28.86gm. Large arms variety. An emergency issue, struck in the 
Groningen Siege during the Franco-Dutch war. A toned example, 
exhibiting the usual olive-dove patina across the fields and an 
interesting period engraving on the reverse. 


HOLLAND 


Holland. Provincial gold 6 Stuivers (1/2 Gulden) 1777 MS63 
NGC, KM45Sa. An exceedingly scarce date in gold seemingly 
seen at auction only once every few years, and confirmed by a 
sheer paucity of examples certified for the type across all dates, 
most years only having a single entrant in the population reports.

Exceptionally 
scarce as an overdate variety, with only 10 having been certified 
between PCGS and NGC, two in finer designations. A superb 
example of the type, imbued with ample, clear luster traversing 
laudably bold devices effortlessly, only confirming the impres- 
sive level of preservation.

Willem I gold 10 Gulden 1825-B MS65 NGC, Brussels mint, 
KM56, Fr-329. A velveteen lustrous gem, tied for the finest grade 
recorded by either NGC or PCGS. 


Willem I gold 10 Gulden 1825-B MS64+ NGC, Brussels mint, 
KM56, Fr-329. Showing crisp motifs and abundant cartwheel 
luster, second finest grade recorded by either NGC or PCGS. 


Willem I gold Ducat 1820 MS62 NGC, Utrecht mint, KM50.1, 
Schulman-207 (R). Mintage: 10,419. An undeniable key date 
within the series, the Standard Catalog and Schulman variously 
citing the mintage between 10,419 and 10,360 pieces, respective- 
ly.

Wilhelmina 2-1/2 Gulden 1898 MS64 NGC, Utrecht mint, 
KM123, Dav-237. Variety P. PANDER. A coveted one year type, 
displaying near-gem lustrous surfaces, partially toned with steely 
hues. 


Wilhelmina silver Specimen Pattern 2-1/2 Gulden 1929 SP64 
PCGS, KM-Pn125, Schulman-829c. By Huib Luns. A highly rare 
Pattern type, appearing only a scant number of times on auction 
in recent years, almost exclusively in the Netherlands. We have 
handled only a Matte Bronze example previously, with PCGS 
recording that they have certified just 3 total examples to date.

Krisadaolarn and Mihailovs 
note that undated examples of this coinage were produced by 
mints in France, England, and, later, Thailand, with the European 
examples “produced to a higher standard [of quality].” Indeed a 
superior overall execution in both the legends and Rama’s portrait 
is detectable compared to the Thai-minted pieces. Comparison 
with the known Patterns of the Paris mint (see our July 2020 
sale of the Norman Jacobs Collection, lot 30346), show distinc- 
tive differences in Rama’s dress, perhaps suggesting that this 
issue is more properly assigned to an English mint. Sweeny, in 
fact, records that the Birmingham mint received an order for a 
mint plant in 1900, together with dies for the Baht, Salu’ng and 
Fuang. On the whole beautifully preserved, with a crisp obverse 
iridescence balanced against and icy white reverse.
